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TRAFFIC  EDUCATIONAL  PROGRAM 

The  lulucational  Detail  is  a  unit  cinnposed  of  a  sergeant  and  one  officer.  Where  extended 
displays  or  programs  are  utilized  other  officers  may  he  detailed  from  time  to  time  to  assist. 
This  program  is  a  jxjtent  element  in  the  prevention  of  accidents.  The  modern  concept  of  law 
enforcement  and  accident  prevention  places  a  considerable  emphasis  on  eliminating  the  evil  by 
attacking  the  source,  which  is  more  efficient  than  repressing  it  after  the  damage  is  done.  It 
is  a  recognized  fact  that  traffic  accidents  are  the  results  of  many  factors,  the  most  outstanding 
being  the  lack  of  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  driver.  The  majority  of  the  drivers  involved 
in  traffic  accidents  do  not  know  or  remember  the  basic  traffic  laws  and  regulations  which 
directly  concern  their  well  being  while  driving.  These  same  drivers  have  never  considered 
the  i)hysical  laws  which  pertain  to  a  vehicle  in  motion  and  which,  if  not  understood  or 
exceeded  can,  and  do,  result  in  traffic  accidents. 

This  Detail  utilized  the  following  media  to  exhort  the  greatest  number  of  people  possible 
into  safe  driving  practices: 

Press  releases  were  made.  Radio  interviews  were  conducted  and  participated  in.  .A 
series  of  tele\ision  shows  were  conducted  with  the  use  of  prepared  visual  aids.  A  dis- 
play of  accident  pictures  and  safety  slogans  accompanied  them  and  actual  demonstrations 
of  driver's  reaction  time  with  the  use  of  the  "Reactometer,"  in  the  down  town  area  were 
made. 

Lectures  were  given  to  various  groups  interested  in  traffic  safety,  including  I")rivcr 
Education  classes  in  the  High  Schools,  fleet  operators  and  drivers.  Civil  Defense  drivers, 
the  armed  forces  and  many  service  clubs.  Motion  picture  films  were  shown  when 
requested. 

Letters  were  solicited  from  the  public  on  traffic  questions  and  answered  by  this 
detail. 

Safety  pamphlets  and  hand-bills  vi^ere  written  for  the  edification  of  the  public  and 
used  to  particular  advantage  in  connection  with  the  Traffic  Safety  Checks. 

Courses  in  traffic  safety  and  procedure  were  participated  in  at  the  Police  .Academy 
for  recruit  classes  as  well  as  in-service  training  for  more  experienced  personnel. 

The  public  address  car  assigned  to  this  Detail  was  used  with  exceptional  results  in 
meeting  problems  concerning  pedestrians  and  congestion. 

The  Traffic  Safety  Checks  which  have  long  since  pro\-en  their  worth  in  correcting 
mechanical  defects  of  vehicles  and.  most  important,  deterred  the  drinking  driver  or  re- 
moved him  from  the  streets  before  he  was  involved  in  a  serious  accident,  were  organized 
and  su])er\-ised.

The  Mechanical  Defect  Inspection  P>ureau,  which  is  located  at  the  Police  Academy, 
provides  a  prompt  and  convenient  method  of  checking  vehicles  which  were  observed  by  mem- 
bers of  the  department  particularly  on  the  occasioti  of  Traffic  .Safety  Checks, 

This  Detail  acted  as  liaison  between  the  Juvenile  Traffic  Court  and  the  Police  Department. 
.All  sessions  of  the  Juvenile  Traffic  Court  were  attended  and  assistance  and  advice  was  ren- 
dered the  Court  on  Juvenile  traffic  matters. 
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Traffic  Violators  School 

In  cooperation  with  the  Juvenile  Traffic  Court  a  Traffic  Violator's  School  was  conducted 
by  this  Detail.  The  course  was  held  at  the  Youth  Guidance  Center  every  Thursday  evening 
from  7:30  P.M.  to  8:30  P.M.  and  consisted  of  six  weekly  sessions.  It  is  a  well  recognized  and 
desirable  method  of  dealing  with  traffic  offenders,  principally  minors,  whose  violations  show 
a  faulty  knowledge  of  the  driving  laws  and  an  improper  social  attitude  in  relation  to  cour- 
tesy, social  responsibility  and  the  exercise  of  reasonalile  prudence.  The  motor  vehicle  laws 
were  illustrated,  with  particular  stress  being  placed  upon  the  reasonableness  of  compliance 
with  the  \'ehicle  Code.  Attendance  at  this  school  was  of  great  \'alue  to  those  boys  who,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Court  needed  instruction  to  formulate  a  proper  \-iewpoint  of  traffic  law 
enforcement  as  well  as  to  learn  correct  driving  practices.

SCHOOL  SAFETY  PATROL  ACTIVITIES  FOR  1951 

The  School  Safety  Patrol  Detail,  a  unit  of  the  Traffic  Bureau  under  the  Director  of 
Traffic  is  composed  of  an   Inspector  in  charge,  Sergeant  of  Police  and  two  (2)   Patrolmen. 

This  detail  is  a  full  time  assignment  and  its  main  duties  consisted  of  the  organizing, 
training  and  supervision  of  individual  Safety  Patrols  in  all  the  San  Francisco  schools,  public. 
l)arochial  and  private. 

The  patrol  units  are  organized  and  trained  twice  a  year,  at  the  beginning  of  each  school 
term  and  refresher  courses  gi\'en  during  the  term  i)y  the  members  of  this  detail.  In  addition 
to  the  meetings  with  the  patrol  units,  assembled  student  body  meetings  and  individual  classes 
of  primary  grades  are  addressed  on  general  safety  practices. 

In  supervising,  individual  units  are  visited  by  a  member  of  this  detail  weekly. 

The  vicinity  of  schools  are  checked  for  traffic  hazards  and  prescribed  routes  to  schools  are 
recommended  to  the  student-body  by  the  members  of  the  Patrol. 

Meetings  with  the  Parent  Teacher  groups  and  Mother's  Clubs  are  also  attended  and  the 
purpose  and  duties  of  patrol  units  are  explained.  These  groups  are  co-sponsors  of  the  School 
Safety  Patrols  and  sup])ly  the  uniform  caps,  white  belts,  and  rain  clothes  for  the  patrol  units 
of  their  respective  school's. 

Members  of  this  detail  make  two  surveys  a  year  of  crosswalks  and  recommend  repaint- 
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inj;  as  often  as  required.  The  establishment  of  new  or  additional  crosswalks  are  recommended, 
where  needed,  to  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners. 

An  annual  appropriation  of  $21,000  is  allowed  in  the  Public  Works  l)udj4el  to  provide 
for  school  crosswalks  and  for  the  painting  of  "School  Slow"  signs  on  the  ])avcment  a[)proach- 
ingthe  school  crosswalks.  This  outlay  is  exclusi\e  of  the  normal  painting  program  of  cross- 
walks on  main  thoroughfares. 

The  Annual  Review  of  the  patrol  units  was  held  at  Kezar  Stadium  on  Wednesday,  May 
23rd.  The  units  w-ere  reviewed  by  his  Honor,  Mayor  Elmer  E.  Robinson,  the  Board  of  Police 
Commissioners,  the  Chief  of  Police,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Public  Schools,  the  Superin- 
tendent of  the  .\rchiocesan  Schools  and  many  other  civic  leaders  before  an  estimated  crowd 
of  eight  thousand  people. 

The  patrols  are  sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Education,  the  Police  Department,  the  Cali- 
fornia State  Automobile  Association,  the  California  Congress  of  Parents  and  Teachers,  the 
San  Francisco  Archdiocesan  Parochial  Schools  and  the  Cath(jlic  Parent  Teacher  groups.

POLICE  ACADEMY 

In  addition  to  the  regular  Police  Training  Program  carried  on  by  the  Police  Academy, 
the  following  activity  is  reported : 

The  Chief  of  Police  has  established  within  this  department  a  Public  Relations  Program 
for  the  purpose  of  acquainting  the  public  with  the  true  facts  about  the  dangers  from,  and 
the  conditions  leading  up  to,  the  use  of  narcotics.  This  program  is  especially  aimed  at  the 
parents  of  older  school  children,  and  is  designed  to  educate  the  public  in  general  through 
exposing  underlying  conditions  often  found  in  San  Francisco  tending  toward  the  spread  of 
this  menace,  and  to  inform  the  public  how  it  can  best  assist  the  authorities  in  combating  this 
insidious  blot  on  our  social  life. 

Consequently,  the  Chief  of  Police  has  assigned  a  qualified  speaker  from  the  Police  Acad- 
emy staff,  to  address  every  organized  group  submitting  a  request  for  a  speaker  on  the  nar- 
cotics problem.  During  the  year  1951  a  guest  speaker,  assigned  from  the  Police  Academy, 
has  appeared  before  one  hundred  and  twelve  \-arious  organizations,  including  clubs  such  as 
the  Lions,  Rotary,  Kiwanis,  Optimists,  and  Exchange  Clubs,  as  well  as  various  P.T.A.  groups. 
Junior  and  Senior  Chambers  of  Commerce,  religious  organizations  of  all  faiths,  High  School 
Faculties,  University  groups  and  fraternal  organizations  such  as  the  Knights  of  Columbus. 
Masonic  groups  and  B'nai  B'rith. 

In  connection  with  this  Department's  policy  of  sharing  the  facilities  and  experience  of 
the  San  Francisco  Police  with  other  communities,  forty  per  cent  of  the  within  mentioned 
speaking  engagements  were  made  outside  the  limits  of  San  Francisco,  extending  south  to 
.San  Jose,  north  to  Ukiah,  and  east  to  Reno,  Nevada. 

To  fully  demonstrate  the  subject  matter  of  the  s;)eaker"s  addresses  on  this  evil,  showing 
the  effects  of  dangerous  drugs  and  narcotics  on  the  user,  a  display  of  the  various  drugs  used, 
as  well  as  confiscated  drug  and  narcotics  paraphernalia  is  presented.  Visual  aids  in  the  form 
of  enlarged  photographs  of  addicts  are  shown  to  indicate  the  depravity  to  which  such  persons 
sink.  To  alert  the  public  to  the  menace  of  Marihuana,  live  growing  plants  arc  included  in 
the  exhibit.  In  this  way,  it  is  hoped,  the  public  will  be  made  aware  of  all  phases  of  the 
menace,  and  likewise,  an   informed  public  will  be  more  eff'ecti\e  in  combating  the  evil.

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TRAFFIC  EDUCATIONAL  PROGRAM 

The  Educational  Detail,  operating  in  a  stafT  position  under  the  Director  of  Traffic,  organized 
and  directed  the  educational  activities  of  the  Traffic  Bureau.  This  Detail  was  composed  of  a  ser- 
geant and  one  officer  who  utilized  the  following  media  to  exhort  the  greatest  number  of  people 
possible  into  safe  driving  and  walking  practices: 

PUBLICITY:  Press  releases  were  made.  Radio  interviews  were  participated  in  and  conducted.  Tele- 
vision shows  were  conducted  with  the  use  of  prepared  visual  aids.  Various  displays  depicting  causes 
of  accidents  and  explaining  important  traffic  laws  were  placed  in  public  buildings.  Letters  were 
solicited  from  the  public  on  traffic  questions  and  answered  by  this  Detail.  Safety  pamphlets  and 
hand-bills  were  written  and  printed  for  the  edification  of  the  public  and  used  to  particular  advan- 
tage in  connection  with  the  Trafiic  Safety  Checks.  The  public  address  car  assigned  to  this  Detail  was 
used  with  exceptional  results  in  meeting  problem ;  concerning  pedestrians  and  congestion. 

LECTURES:  Lectures  were  given  to  various  groups  interested  in  traffic  safety,  including  Driver 
Education  classes  in  the  High  Schools,  fleet  operators  and  drivers.  Civil  Defense  drivers,  the  armed 
forces  and  many  service  clubs.  Courses  in  traffic  safety  and  procedure  were  participated  in  at  the 
Police  Academy  for  recruit  classes  as  well  as  in-service  training  for  more  experienced  personnel.  An 
active  part  was  taken  by  this  Detail  in  formulating  and  conducting  tiie  driver  safety  education  course 
which  was  given  to  all  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  drivers. 

JUVENILE  TRAFFIC  SAFETY  EDUCATION:  To  assist  in  developing  good  safe  drivers  for  the 
future,  as  well  as  at  present,  every  efi'ort  was  made  by  this  Detail  to  cooperate  to  the  utmost  with 
young  drivers  in  developing  a  proper  driving  attitude,  and  furthering  their  understanding  of  Police- 
Juvenile  relations.  Lectures  and  demonstrations  were  given  to  all  Driver  Education  classes  in  the  San 
Francisco  High  Schools.  Many  students  took  advantage  of  the  offer  to  tour  the  Traffic  Bureau  and 
courts  and  interview  the  members  of  this  Detail  in  their  office.  The  Detail  attended  meetings  and 
extended  full  assistance  to  "Hot-Rod"  clubs  which  expressed  a  desire  to  further  the  sport  and  co- 
operate with  the  police  department's  safety  standards.  Participation  in  organizing  and  conducting 
such  special  events  as  the  "Teen-age  Road-e-o"  and  "Coaster  Derbies"  was  entered  into  by  this 
Detail.  With  the  cooperation  of  the  High  Schools  and  the  Juvenile  Court  this  Detail  pleaded  with  the 
young  drivers  to  put  their  vehicles  in  safe,  legal  mechanical  condition.  This  plea  was  followed  up  by 
a  series  of  special  Traffic  Safety  Checks  which  were  conducted  in  the  vicinity  of  the  High  Schools 
and  at  Kezar  Stadium  on  football  days.  The  solo  motorcycle  detail  was  used  for  this  purpose  with 
exceptional  results.  This  Detail  acted  as  liaison  between  the  Juvenile  Traffic  Court  and  the  Police 
Department.  All  sessions  of  the  Juvenile  Traffic  Court  were  attended  and  assistance  and  advice  ren- 
dered the  Court  on  Juvenile  Traffic  matters. 

JUVENILE  TRAFFIC  VIOLATORS  SCHOOL:  In  cooperation  with  the  Juvenile  Traffic  Court  a 
Traffic  Violator's  School  was  conducted  by  the  Educational  Detail.  The  course  was  held  at  the  Youth 
Guidance  Center  every  Thursday  evening  from  7:30  p.m.  to  8:30  p.m.  and  consisted  of  six  weekly 
sessions.  It  is  a  well  recognized  and  desirable  method  of  dealing  with  traffic  offenders,  principally 
minors,  whose  violations  show  a  faulty  knowledge  of  the  driving  laws  and  an  improper  social  atti- 
tude in  relation  to  courtesy,  social  responsibility  and  the  exercise  of  reasonable  prudence.  The  motor 
vehilce  laws  were  illustrated,  with  particular  stress  being  placed  upon  the  reasonableness  of  compli- 
ance with  the  Vehicle  Code.  Attendance  at  this  school  was  of  great  value  to  those  boys  who,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Court  needed  instruction  to  formulate  a  proper  viewpoint  of  traffic  law  enforcement 
as  well  as  to  learn  correct  driving  practices.

TRAFFIC  SAFETY  CHECKS:  The  Traffic  Safety  Checks  which  have  long  since  proven  their  value 
in  correcting  hazardous  mechanical  defects  of  vehicles  and,  most  important,  deterred  the  drinking 
driver  or  removed  him  from  the  streets  before  he  was  involved  in  a  serious  accident,  were  organized 
and  supervised  with  the  following  results:

RESULTS:  While  the  results  of  these  varied  activities  cannot  be  measured  with  any  accurate  degree 
of  mathematical  certainty,  the  efforts  expended  in  the  field  of  Education  was  a  major  factor  in  re- 
ducing the  number  of  fatal,  injury  and  property  damage  traffic  accident  in  San  Francisco  during  the 
year  1952. 
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SCHOOL  SAFETY  PATROL  ACTIVITIES  FOR  1952 

The  School  Safety  Patrol  Detail,  a  unit  of  the  Traffic  Bureau  under  the  Director  of  Traffic,  is 
composed  of  an  Inspector  in  Charge,  a  Sergeant  of  Police  and  two  (2)  Patrolmen. 

This  detail  is  a  full-time  assignment  and  its  main  duties  are  the  organizing,  training  and  super- 
vising of  individual  Safety  Patrols  in  the  San  Francisco  Schools  —  public,  parochial  and  private. 
Safety  Patrols  arc  established  in  all  elementary  schools  with  a  fifth  grade  or  better  and  the  junior 
high  schools. 

The  patrol  units  are  organized  and  trained  twice  a  year  at  the  beginning  of  each  school  term, 
and  refresher  courses  are  given  the  units  during  the  term  by  the  members  of  this  detail. 

In  supervising,  individual  units  are  visited  by  a  member  of  this  detail  weekly. 

In  addition  to  the  meetings  with  the  patrol  units,  assembled  student  body  meetings  of  the  upper 
grades,  and  individual  classes  of  all  primary  grades  are  addressed  on  general  safety  practices. 

The  vicinity  of  schools  are  checked  for  traffic  hazards  and  traffic  controls  recommended  where 
deemed  necessary:  also  prescribed  safe  routes  to  schools  are  suggested  and  given  to  the  student  body 
by  the  members  of  this  detail. 

Meetings  with  Parent-Teacher  groups  and  Mothers'  Clubs  are  attended  and  the  purpose  and 
duties  of  patrol  units  are  explained.  Safety  films  are  also  shown  at  these  meetings  when  requested. 
These  groups  are  co-sponsors  of  the  School  Safety  Patrols  and  supply  the  cost  of  uniform  caps, 
white  belts  and  rain  clothes  for  the  patrol  units  of  their  respective  schools. 

Members  of  this  detail  make  two  surveys  a  year  of  crosswalks  and  recommend  repainting  as 
often  as  required.  The  establishment  of  new  or  additional  crosswalks  are  recommended  where  need- 
ed to  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners. 

An  appropriation  of  $30,000  was  allowed  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works  budget  to  provide 
for  the  painting  of  school  crosswalks  and  "School  Xing"  pavement  signs  in  the  vicinity  of  schools. 
This  outlay  is  exclusive  of  the  normal  painting  program  of  crosswalks  on  main  thoroughfares. 

Si.x  hundred  (600)  Trafficones  were  purchased  for  use  at  school  sites  and  are  placed  in  the  inter- 
sections each  school  day  while  children  are  going  to  and  from  school  by  the  student  patrol  members. 

The  Annual  Review  of  Patrol  units  was  held  at  Kezar  Stadium  on  Wednesday,  May  21,  1952. 
The  units  were  reviewed  by  his  Honor,  Mayor  Elmer  E.  Robinson,  the  Board  of  Police  Commis- 
sioners, the  Chief  of  Police,  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Arch- 
diocesan  Schools  and  many  other  civic  leaders  before  an  estimated  crowd  of  ten  thousand  people. 

Chief  of  Police  Michael  Gaffey  presented  Efficiency  Awards  to  the  patrol  units  after  the  Review. 
The  awards  are  based  on  the  performance  of  the  units  during  the  school  year  as  observed  by  the 
members  of  this  detail. 

The  patrols  are  co-sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Education,  the  Police  Department,  the  California 
State  Automobile  Association,  the  2nd  District  Congress  of  Parents  and  Teachers,  the  San  Francisco 
Archdiocesan   Parochial  Schools  and  the  Catholic  Parent-Teacher  groups.

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POLICE  ACADEMY 

During  the  year  training  courses  were  held  for  the  various  ranks  in  the  department.  Four  recruit 
training  courses  were  held  and  twenty  weeks  were  recjuired  to  complete  the  courses. 

Special  in-service  training  courses  were  presented  throughout  the  year.  Among  the  courses  given, 
one  was  for  members  of  the  Accident  Prevention  Bureau  in  the  Traffic  Division.  Representatives  from 
six  law  enforcement  agencies  in  cities  adjacent  to  San  Francisco  were  in  attendance 

During  the  year  of  1953,  in-service  training  programs  will  be  intensified  in  scope  and  purpose. 
It  is  contemplated  that  special  courses  will  be  presented  at  the  Police  Academy  during  evening  ses- 
sions. These  courses  will  pertain  to  instruction  in  the  field  of  scier^tific  crime  detection  and  will  pre- 
sent members  with  the  opportunity  of  specializing  in  certain  fields. 

Plans  are  being  formulated  to  inaugurate  "roll-call"  type  of  training.  This  method  of  instruction 
has  met  with  success  in  other  police  departments.  Through  this  medium  of  training  an  Administra- 
tor can  concentrate  on  a  particular  aspect  of  police  activity  which  is  in  need  of  special  attention. 


Chief  of  Police  GafTey  has  continued  the  Public  Relations  Program  he  has  instituted  within  the 
department  for  the  purpose  of  acquainting  the  public  with  the  true  facts  leading  up  to  the  use  of  nar- 
cotics. This  program  is  aimed  at  the  parents  of  teen-age  children,  and  is  designed  to  educate  the 
public  in  general  through  exposing  underlying  conditions  often  found  in  metropolitan  cities  tending 
toward  the  spread  of  this  menace,  and  to  inform  the  public  how  it  can  best  assist  the  authorities  in 
combatting  this  insidious  evil  that  is  a  blot  on  our  social  life. 

In  addition  to  the  narcotic  problem  the  public  is  being  informed  of  the  evil  that  exists  in  the 
promiscuous  use  of  the  hypnotic  drugs.  The  manufacture  of  the  barbiturate  drugs  has  increased  1000 
percent  since  1933  and  present  day  reports  show  that  more  peroplc  die  in  the  United  States  of  barbitu- 
rate poisoning  than  from  any  other  kind  of  poisoning. 

Chief  Gaffey  has  continued  to  assign  a  qualified  speaker  from  the  Police  Academy  staff  to  ad- 
dress every  organized  group  submitting  a  request  for  a  speaker  on  these  subjects.  During  1952  a 
guest  speaker  assigned  from  the  Police  Academy  appeared  before  one  hundred  and  32  various  organ- 
izations, including  clubs  such  as  the  Lions,  Rotary,  Kiwanis,  Optimists,  and  Exchange  Clubs,  as 
well  as  various  P.T.A.  groups.  Junior  and  Senior  Chambers  of  Commerce,  religious  organizations  of 
all  faith.  High  School  and  University  faculties,  and  fraternal  organizations  such  as  the  Knights  of 
Columbus,  Masonic  groups  and  B'Nai  B'rith.  Business  and  professional  groups  were  also  accomo- 
dated. 

During  1952  Chief  Gaffey  continued  his  policy  of  sharing  the  facilities  and  experience  of  the  San 
Francisco  Police  Department  with  other  communities.  Thirty-five  percent  of  the  within  mentioned 
speaking  engagements  were  made  outside  the  limits  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  usually 
at  the  request  of  the  Chief  of  Police  or  SherifT  of  the  jurisdictions  visited. 

A  display  of  the  various  drugs  used,  as  well  as  confiscated  drug  and  narcotics  paraphernalia  was 
presented  to  fully  demonstrate  the  subject  matter  showing  the  effects  of  dangerous  drugs  and  nar- 
cotics on  the  user.  Visual  aids  in  the  form  of  enlarged  photographs  of  addicts  were  shown  to  indicate 
the  depravity  to  which  such  persons  sink.  To  alert  the  public  to  the  menace  of  marihuana,  live 
growing  plants  are  included  in  the  exhibits,  together  with  "reefers."  The  various  types  of  the  barbitu- 
ates  are  also  shown. 

In  this  way,  it  is  hoped,  the  public  has  been  alerted  and  made  aware  of  all  phases  of  addiction. 
Likewise,  an  informed  public  will  be  more  effective  in  assisting  the  authorities  in  combatting  this  evil.

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TRAFFIC  EDUCATIONAL  PROGRAM 

The  Educational  Detail,  operating  in  a  staff  position  under  the  Director  of  Traffic,  organized 
and  directed  the  educational  activities  of  the  Traffic  Bureau.  This  Detail  was  composed  of  a  ser- 
geant and  one  officer  who  utilized  the  following  media  to  exhort  the  greatest  number  of  people 
possible  into  safe  driving  and  walking  practices: 

PL'BLICITY:  Press  releases  were  made.  Radio  interviews  were  participated  in  and  conducted.  Tele- 
vision shows  were  conducted  with  the  use  of  prepared  visual  aids.  Various  displays  depicting  causes 
of  accidents  and  explaining  important  traffic  laws  were  placed  in  public  buildings.  Letters  were 
solicited  from  the  public  on  traffic  questions  and  answered  by  this  Detail.  Safety  pamphlets  and 
hand-bills  were  written  and  printed  for  the  edification  of  the  public  and  used  to  particular  advan- 
tage in  connection  with  the  Traffic  Safety  Checks.  The  public  address  car  assigned  to  this  Detail  was 
usrd  with  exceptional  results  in  meeting  problem;  concerning  pedestrians  and  congestion. 

LECTLIRES:  Lectures  were  given  to  various  groups  interested  in  traffic  safety,  including  Driver 
Education  classes  in  the  High  Schools,  fleet  operators  and  drivers.  Civil  Defense  drivers,  the  armed 
forces  and  many  service  clubs.  Courses  in  traffic  safety  and  procedure  were  participated  in  at  the 
Police  Academy  for  recruit  classes  as  well  as  in-service  training  for  more  experienced  personnel. 

JUVENILE  TRAFFIC  SAFETY  EDUCATION:  To  assist  in  developing  good  safe  drivers  for  the 
future,  as  well  as  at  present,  every  effort  was  made  by  this  Detail  to  cooperate  to  the  utmost  with 
young  drivers  in  developing  a  proper  driving  attitude,  and  furthering  their  understanding  of  Police- 
Juvenile  relations.  Lectures  and  demonstrations  were  given  to  all  Driver  Education  classes  in  the  San 
Francisco  High  Schools.  Many  students  took  advantage  of  the  offer  to  tour  the  Traffic  Bureau  and 
courts  and  interview  the  members  of  this  Detail  in  their  office.  The  Detail  attended  meetings  and 
extended  full  assistance  to  "Hot-Rod"  and  "Motorcycle  Clubs,"  clubs  which  expressed  a  desire  to 
further  the  sport  and  cooperate  with  the  Police  Department's  safety  standards.  Participation  in  or- 
ganizing and  conducting  such  special  events  as  the  "Teen-age  Road-e-o"  and  "Coaster  Derbies"  was 
entered  into  by  this  Detail.  This  Detail  acted  as  liaison  between  the  Juvenile  Traffic  Court  and  the 
Police  Department.  All  sessions  of  the  Juvenile  Traffic  Court  were  attended  and  assistance  and  ad- 
vice rendered  the  Court  on  Juvenile  Traffic  matters. 

JUVENILE  TRAFFIC  \  lOLATORS  SCHOOL:  In  cooperation  with  the  Juvenile  Traffic  Court  a 

Traffic  Violator's  School  was  conducted  by  the  Educational  Detail.  The  course  was  held  at  the  Youth 
Guidance  Center  every  Thursday  evening  from  7:30  p.m.  to  8:30  p.m.  and  consisted  of  six  weekly 
sessions.  It  is  a  well  recognized  and  desirable  method  of  dealing  with  traffic  offenders,  principally 
minors,  whose  violations  show  a  faulty  knowledge  of  the  driving  laws  and  an  improper  social  atti- 
tude in  relation  to  courtesy,  social  responsibility  and  the  exercise  of  reasonable  prudence.  The  motor 
vehicle  laws  were  illustrated,  with  particular  stress  being  placed  upon  the  reasonableness  of  compli- 
ance with  the  said  laws.  Attendance  at  this  school  was  of  great  value  to  those  boys  who,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Court  needed  instruction  to  formulate  a  proper  viewpoint  of  traffic  law  enforcement 
as  well  as  to  learn  correct  driving  practices.

PEDESTRIAN  PROTECTION  PROGRAM:  In  cooperation  with  the  National  Safety  Council 
and  the  Bay  Area  Traffic  Executive's  Council,  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  inaugurated 
the  local  Pedestrian  Protection  Program  on  Monday,  June  22,  1953.  For  the  first  two  weeks  police 
officers  handed  violators  warning  notices  without  obtaining  names,  etc.  For  the  next  fourteen  weeks 
violators  were  issued  written  warning  notices  and  duplicate  copies  were  filed  for  statistical  pur- 
poses. On  October  15,  1953  this  department  in  cooperation  -with  all  bay  area  police  departments 
started  issuing  regular  court  citations  which  carried  a  two  dollar  penalty.  Special  anti-jay-walking 
squads  of  police  were  organized  to  augment  the  work  of  their  brother  officers.  The  following  repre- 
sents the  number  of  citations  and  warnings  issued  by  this  department  from  June  22,  1953  to  De- 
cember 31,  1953  inclusive:

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SCHOOL  SAFETY  PATROL  ACTIVITIES  FOR  1953 

The  School  Safety  Patrol  Detail,  a  unit  of  the  Traffic  Bureau  under  the  Director  of  Traffic,  is 
composed  of  an  Inspector  in  Charge,  a  Sergeant  of  Police  and  two  (2)  Patrolmen. 

This  detail  is  a  full-time  assignment  and  its  main  duties  arc  the  organizing,  training  and  super- 
vising of  individual  Safety  Patrols  in  the  San  Francisco  Schools  —  public,  parochial  and  private. 
Safety  Patrols  are  established  in  all  elementary  schools  with  a  fifth  grade  or  higher  and  the  junior 
high  schools. 

The  patrol  units  are  organized  and  trained  twice  a  year  at  the  beginning  of  each  school  term, 
and  refresher  courses  are  given  the  units  during  the  term  by  the  members  of  this  detail. 

In  supervising,  individual  units  are  visited  by  a  member  of  this  detail  weekly. 

In  addition  to  the  meetings  with  the  patrol  units,  assembled  student  body  meetings  of  the  upper 
grades,  and  individual  classes  of  all  primary  grades  are  addressed  on  general  safety  practices. 

The  vicinity  of  schools  are  checked  for  traffic  hazards  and  traffic  controls  recommended  where 
deemed  necessary;  also  prescribed  safe  routes  to  schools  are  suggested  and  given  to  the  student  body 
by  the  members  of  this  detail. 

Meetings  with  Parent-Teacher  groups  and  Mothers'  Clubs  are  attended  and  the  purpose  and 
duties  of  patrol  units  are  explained.  Safety  films  are  also  shown  at  these  meetings  when  requested. 
These  groups  are  co-sponsors  of  the  School  Safety  Patrols  and  supply  the  cost  of  uniform  caps, 
white  belts  and  rain  clothes  for  the  patrol  units  of  their  respective  schools. 

Members  of  this  detail  make  two  surveys  a  year  of  crosswalks  and  recommend  repainting  as 
often  as  required.  The  establishment  of  new  or  additional  crosswalks  are  recommended  where  need- 
ed to  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners. 

An  appropriation  of  $29,000  was  allowed  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works  budget  to  provide 
for  the  painting  of  school  crosswalks  and  "School  Xing"  pavement  signs  in  the  vicinity  of  schools. 
This  outlay  is  exclusive  of  the  normal  painting  program  of  crosswalks  on  main  thoroughfares. 

The  Annual  Review  of  Patrol  uits  was  held  at  Kezar  Stadium  on  Wednesday,  May  27,  1953. 
The  units  were  reviewed  by  his  Honor,  Acting  Mayor  Francis  McCarty,  the  Board  of  Police  Com- 
missioners, the  Chief  of  Police,  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools,  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Archdiocesan  Schools  and  many  other  civic  leaders  before  an  estimated  crowd  of  ten  thousand 
people. 

Chief  of  Police  Michael  Gaffey  presented  Efficiency  Awards  to  the  patrol  units  after  the  Review. 
The  awards  are  based  on  the  performance  of  the  units  during  the  school  year  as  observed  by  the 
members  of  this  detail. 

The  patrols  are  co-sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Education,  the  Police  Department,  the  California 
State  Automobile  Association,  the  2nd  District  Congress  of  Parents  and  Teachers,  the  San  Francisco 
Archdiocesan  Parochial  Schools  and  the  Catholic  Parent-Teacher  groups.

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POLICE  ACADEMY 

The  close  of  1953  marks  the  completion  of  the  sixteenth  year  of  operation  of  the  San  Francisco 
Police  Academy.  During  these  past  sixteen  years  the  record  of  accomplishments  toward  improvement 
has  steadily  climbed  toward  higher  levels. 

The  objective  of  the  school  is  two-fold.  The  primary  purpose  is  the  training  of  recruits.  It  has 
been  said  and  justifiably  so  that  no  school  turns  out  a  finished  policeman.  The  training  at  the 
Academy  for  recruits  is  such  that  every  possible  eflort  is  employed  to  train  the  appointees  in  the 
rudiments  and  fundamentals  of  basic  police  procedure,  imbue  them  with  an  appreciation  of  the  high 
standards  and  ideals  of  police  service  expected  of  them  by  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco  and  send 
them  forth  better  equipped  and  determined  to  become  as  professionally  proficient  as  possible. 

The  second  objective  of  the  Acadamy  is  to  conduct  in-service  training  for  all  ranks  of  the  de- 
partment, with  the  objective  in  mind  of  bringing  to  the  attentign  of  as  many  members  as  possible  the 
latest  methods  of  criminal  investigation,  supervision,  and  technological  advances  in  the  field  of  police 
science. 

Considered  as  an  integral  part  of  the  above  divisions  of  the  Academy  objectives  has  been  added 
the  training  of  the  Police  Reserves  as  an  auxiliary  function  of  the  Academy  program.  Classes  are 
held  at  night  in  the  Police  Academy  for  the  members  of  the  Police  Reserve,  utilizing  the  staff  and 
facilities  of  the  institution.

PUBLIC  RELATIONS: 

Under  the  premise  that  an  informed  public  is  an  alerted  public.  Chief  GafTey  has  continued  in 
1953  the  Public  Relations  Program  that  was  instituted  several  years  ago  for  the  purpose  of  acquaint- 
ing the  public  with  the  true  facts  leading  up  to  the  illegal  use  of  narcotics.  The  program  aimed 
especially  at  parents  of  teen  aged  children  is  designed  to  expose  the  underlying  conditions  often 
found  in  Metropolitan  Cities  tending  toward  the  increase  of  this  diabolical  evil  that  is  such  a  blot  on 
our  civilization. 

The  promiscuous  use  of  the  hypnotic  drugs  continues  to  alarm  the  authorities,  and  this  subject  is 
not  being  neglected.  The  manufacture  and  consumption  of  the  barbiturate  drug  is  still  on  the  increase 
and  records  reveal  that  more  people  die  in  the  United  States  of  Barbiturate  poisoning  than  from  any 
other  kind  of  poisoning. 

Every  organized  group  submitting  a  request  for  a  speaker  has  been  accommodated  by  Chief 
GafTey,  who  has  assigned  a  qualified  speaker  from  the  stafT  of  the  Police  Academy  to  speak  on 
these  subjects.  During  1953,  141  various  organizations  have  been  visited  and  these  groups  represent 
every  strata  of  society,  fraternal  and  religious  organizations,  business  and  professional  groups  includ- 
ing P.-T.A.  and  educational  organizations. 

The  year  1953  has  seen  Chief  GafTey  continue  his  policy  of  sharing  the  facilities  and  experience 
of  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  with  other  communities.  Twenty-five  percent  of  the  within 
mentioned  speaking  engagements  were  made  out.side  the  boundaries  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  usually  at  the  request  of  the  Chief  of  Police  or  SherifT  of  the  jurisdiction  visited.

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TRAFFIC  EDUCATIONAL  PROGRAM 

The  Educational  Detail,  operating  in  a  staff  position  under  the  Director  of  Traffic,  or- 
ganized and  directed  the  educational  activities  of  the  Traffic  Bureau.  This  Detail  was  com- 
posed of  a  sergeant  and  two  officers  who  utilized  the  following  media  to  exhort  the  greatest 
number  of  people  possible  into  safe  driving  and  walking  practices: 

PUBLICITY:  Press  releases  were  made.  Radio  interviews  were  participated  in  and 
conducted.  Television  shows  were  conducted  with  the  use  of  prepared  visual  aids.  Various 
displays  depicting  causes  of  accidents  and  explaining  important  traffic  laws  were  placed 
in  public  buildings.  In  cooperation  with  the  National  Safety  Council  a  safety  booth  was 
manned  by  this  detail  at  the  Auto  Show  where  the  public  was  given  a  chance  to  test 
their  driving  reactions  on  our  reactometer.  A  similar  booth  was  set  up  in  cooperation  with 
the  Yellow  Cab  Co.  at  the  opening  of  the  San  Francisco  airport.  Safety  pamphlets  and 
hand-bills  were  written  and  printed  for  the  edification  of  the  public  and  used  to  particular 
advantage  in  connection  with  the  Traffic  Safety  Checks.  The  public  address  car  assigned 
to  this  Detail  was  used  with  exceptional  results  in  meeting  problems  concerning  pedes- 
trians and  congestion. 

LECTURES:  Lectures  were  given  to  various  groups  interested  in  traffic  safety,  including 
Driver  Education  classes  in  the  High  Schools,  fleet  operators  and  drivers,  Civil  Defense 
drivers,  the  armed  forces  and  many  service  clubs. 

JUVENILE  TRAFFIC  SAFETY  EDUCATION:  To  assist  in  developing  good  safe  drivers 
for  the  future,  as  well  as  at  present,  every  effort  was  made  by  this  Detail  to  cooperate  to 
the  utmost  with  young  drivers  in  developing  a  proper  driving  attitude,  and  furthering 
their  understanding  of  Police- Juvenile  relations.  In  cooperation  with  the  San  Francisco 
Board  of  Education  lectures  and  demonstrations  were  given  to  all  Driver  Education  classes 
in  the  High  Schools.  Many  students  took  advantage  of  the  offer  to  tour  the  Traffic  Bureau 
and  courts  and  interview  the  members  of  this  Detail  in  their  office.  The  Detail  attended 
meetings  and  extended  full  assistance  to  "Hot-Rod,"  Motorcycle  and  Sports  Car  Clubs 
which  expressed  a  desire  to  further  the  sport  and  cooperate  with  the  Police  Department's 
safety  standards.  Participation  in  organizing  and  conducting  such  special  events  as  the 
"Teen-age  Road-e-o"  and  "Coaster  Derbies"  was  entered  into  by  this  Detail.  This  Detail 
acted  as  liaison  between  the  Juvenile  Traffic  Court  and  the  Police  Department.  All  sessions 
of  the  Juvenile  Traffic  Court  were  attended  and  assistance  and  advice  rendered  the  Court 
on  Juvenile  Traffic  matters. 

JUVENILE  TRAFFIC  VIOLATOR'S  SCHOOL:  In  cooperation  with  the  Juvenile  Traffic 
Court  a  Traffic  Violator's  School  was  conducted  by  the  Educational  Detail.  The  course 
was  held  at  the  Youth  Guidance  Center  every  Thursday  evening  from  7:30  p.m.  to  8:30  p.m. 
and  consisted  of  six  weekly  sessions.  It  is  a  well  recognized  and  desirable  method  of  dealing 
with  traffic  offenders,  principally  minors,  whose  violations  show  a  faulty  knowledge  of  the 
driving  laws  and  an  improper  social  attitude  in  relation  to  courtesy,  social  responsibility 
and  the  exercise  of  reasonable  prudence.  The  motor  vehicle  laws  were  illustrated,  with 
particular  stress  being  placed  upon  the  rea3onableness  of  compliance  with  the  said  laws. 
Attendance  at  this  school  was  of  great  value  to  those  boys  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Court 
needed  instruction  to  formulate  a  proper  viewpoint  of  traffic  law  enforcement  as  well  as  to 
learn  correct  driving  practices.

TRAFFIC  SAFETY  CHECKS:  The  Traffic  Safety  Checks  which  have  long  since  proven 
their  value  in  correcting  hazardous  mechanical  defects  of  vehicles  and,  most  important, 
deterred  the  drinking  driver  or  removed  him  from  the  streets  before  he  was  involved  in  a 
serious  accident,  were  organized  and  supervised  by  this  Detail  with  the  following  results:

PEDESTRIAN  PROTECTION  PROGRAM:  It  was  the  responsibility  of  this  Detail  to 
again  coordinate  the  pedestrian  enforcement  activities  of  the  Traffic  Bureau.  Many  orders 
encouraging  the  personnel  of  the  Traffic  Bureau  to  admonish,  warn  and,  when  necessary, 
cite  persistent  errant  pedestrians,  were  issued  through  the  Director  of  Traffic.  Approxi- 
mately once  each  month  special  ten  man  pedestrian  enforcement  squads  were  organized 
by  this  Detail  consisting  of  three-wheel  motorcycle  officers  who  were  deployed  at  the  loca- 
tions and  during  the  times  where  pedestrians  were  most  prone  to  jay-walk.  These  activities 
were  well  publicized  by  special  news  releases  emanating  through  the  Director  of  Traffic. 

Total  Pedestrian  Citations  issued 805 

POLICE  TRAINING:  Acting  on  orders  of  the  Director  of  Traffic  this  Detail  organized 
and  conducted  a  special  in-service  refresher  course  for  all  Traffic  Bureau  personnel  at  the 
Police  Academy.  This  was  a  two  day  course  con.sisting  of  a  refresher  on  the  functions  of 
the  various  details  within  the  Traffic  Bureau  and  with  special  emphasis  placed  on  police 
courtesy  and  public  relations.  Approximately  three  hundred  forty  officers  attend  the  course 
in  classes  of  about  forty  men  each.  This  Detail  also  assisted  in  the  traffic  training  of  police 
recruits  at  the  Police  Academy. 
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SCHOOL  SAFETY  PATROL 

The  School  Safety  Patrol  Detail,  a  unit  of  the  Traffic  Bureau  under  the  Director  of 
Traffic,  is  composed  of  an  Inspector  in  Charge,  a  Sergeant  of  Police  and  two  (2)  patrolmen. 

This  detail  is  a  full-time  assignment  and  its  main  duties  are  the  organizing,  training 
and  supervising  of  individual  Safety  Patrols  in  the  San  Francisco  Schools  —  public,  paro- 
chial and  private.  Safety  Patrols  are  established  in  all  elementary  .schools  with  a  fifth  grade 
or  higher  and  the  junior  high  schools.  The  patrol  units  operate  under  the  prescribed  rules  and 
regulations,  as  established  in  the  California  State  Educational  Code. 

The  patrol  units  are  organized  and  trained  twice  a  year  at  the  beginning  of  each  school 
term,  and  a  regularly  scheduled  monthly  meeting  in  service  training  of  30  minutes  is  given 
to  each  individual  unit. 

In  supervising,  individual  units  on  the  job  are  visited  by  a  member  of  this  detail  at  least 
once  a  week. 

In  addition  to  the  meetings  with  the  patrol  units,  assembled  student  body  meetings  of 
the  upper  grades,  and  individual  classes  of  all  primary  grades  are  addressed  on  general  safety 
practices. 

The  vicinity  of  schools  are  checked  for  traffic  hazards  and  traffic  controls  recommended 
where  deemed  necessary;  also  prescribed  safe  routes  to  schools  are  suggested  and  given  to 
the  student  body  by  the  members  of  this  detail. 

Meetings  with  Parent-Teacher  groups  and  Mothers'  Clubs  are  attended  and  the  purpose 
and  duties  of  patrol  units  are  explained.  Safety  films  are  shown  at  these  meetings  when  re- 
quested. These  groups  are  co-sponsors  of  the  School  Safety  Patrols  and  supply  the  cost 
of  uniform  caps,  white  belts  and  rain  clothes  for  the  patrol  units  of  their  respective  schools. 

Members  of  this  detail  make  two  surveys  a  year  of  crosswalks  and  recommend  repaint- 
ing as  often  as  required.  The  establishment  of  new  or  additional  crosswalks  is  recommended 
where  needed   to  the   Board  of  Police   Commissioners. 

An  appropriation  of  $29,000  was  allowed  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works  budget 
to  provide  for  the  painting  of  school  crosswalks  and  "School  Xing"  pavement  signs  in  the 
vicinity  of  schools.  This  outlay  is  exclusive  of  the  normal  painting  program  of  crosswalks  on 
main  thoroughfares. 

The  Annual  Review  of  Patrol  units  was  held  at  Kezar  Stadium  on  Wednesday,  June  2, 
1954.  The  units  were  reviewed  by  the  Honorable  Thomas  Lynch,  District  Attorney  of  San 
Francisco,  representing  Mayor  Elmer  E.  Robinson;  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners; 
the  Chief  of  Police;  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools;  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Archdiocesan  Catholic  Schools;  and  many  other  civic  leaders,  before  an  estimated  crowd 
of  ten  thousand  people. 

Deputy  Chief  of  Police  George  Healy  presented  Efficiency  Awards  to  the  patrol  units 
after  the  Review.  The  awards  are  based  on  the  performance  of  the  units  during  the 
school  year  as  observed  by  the  members  of  this  detail. 

The  patrols  are  co-sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Education,  the  Police  Department,  the 
California  State  Automobile  Association,  the  2nd  District  Congress  of  Parents  and 
Teachers,  the  San  Francisco  Archdiocesan  Parochial  Schools  and  the  Catholic  Parent- 
Teacher  groups.

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POLICE  ACADEMY 

The  close  of  the  year  1954  marks  the  completion  of  the  seventeenth  year  of  operation 
of  the  San  Francisco  Police  Academy.  During  these  past  seventeen  years  the  record  of 
accomplishments  toward  improvement  has  steadily  climbed  toward  higher  levels. 

The  object  of  the  school  is  two-fold.  The  primary  purpose  is  the  training  of  recruits. 
It  has  been  said  and  justifiably  so  that  no  school  turns  out  finished  policemen.  The  training 
at  the  Academy  for  recruits  is  such  that  every  possible  effort  is  employed  to  train  the 
appointees  in  the  rudiments  and  fundamentals  of  basic  police  procedure,  imbue  them  with 
an  appreciation  of  the  high  standards  and  ideals  of  police  service  expected  of  them  by  the 
citizens  of  San  Francisco  and  send  them  forth  better  equipped  and  determined  to  become 
as  professionally  proficient  as  possible. 

The  second  objective  of  the  Academy  is  to  conduct  in-service  training  for  all  ranks  of 
the  department,  with  the  objective  in  mind  of  bringing  to  the  attention  of  as  many  members 
as  possible  the  latest  methods  of  criminal  investigation,  supervision,  and  technological 
advances  in  the  field  of  police  science. 

Considered  as  an  integral  part  of  the  above  divisions  of  the  Academy  objectives  has 
been  the  training  of  the  Police  Reserves  as  an  auxiliary  function  of  the  Academy  program. 
Classes  are  held  at  night  in  the  Police  Academy  for  the  members  of  the  Police  Reserves, 
utilizing   the   staff   and   facilities   of   the   institution.

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PUBLIC  RELATIONS 

During  the  year  1954,  231  fraternal,  religious,  business,  and  professional  organizations 
including  the  P.T.A.  and  educational  groups  were  addressed  by  members  of  the  staff  of  Police 
Academy.  The  subjects  covered  were  Narcotics,  Juvenile  Crime  Control,  Police  Administra- 
tion and  Organization,  and  Civil  Defense. 

EXAMINATIONS 

For  seven  weeks  the  Civil  Service  Commission  conducted  Medical  and  Physical  entrance 
examinations  for  Fire  and  Police  at  the  Police  Academy,  at  which  time  the  facilities  of  the 
Academy  and  the  Staff  members  were  at  the   disposal  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

A  total  of  850  men  were  processed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  and  members  of  the 
staff  at  the  Police  Academy  for  the  two  departments. 

BACKGROUND  INVESTIGATIONS 

During  the  year  1954,  personal  interviews  were  conducted  at  the  Police  Academy  on 
every  man  that  was  called  off  the  list  of  eligibles  for  the  department. 

Extensive  background  investigations  were  made  by  the  Staff  on  every  acceptable 
candidate. 

PROBST  RATING  SYSTEM 

In  July,  1954,  the  first  ratings  for  the  department  for  the  preceding  six  months  were 
evaluated  at  the  Police  Academy  on  men  of  all  ranks  with  the  exception  of  Captain. 

A  total  of  1489  men  were  rated.  This  figure  does  not  include  men  who  were  still  on  pro- 
bation.

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TRAFFIC  EDUCATIONAL  PROGRAM 

The  Educational  Detail,  operating  in  a  staff  position  under  the  Director  of  Traffic,  organized 
and  directed  the  educational  activities  of  the  Traffic  Bureau  and  acted  in  a  liaison  capacity  with 
groups  and  organizations  interested  in  traffic  problems  and  traffic  safety  such  as  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  Safety  Councils,  Automobile  Clubs,  Safety  Engineers,  Armed  Forces,  Civil  Defense, 
Board  of  Education,  Traffic  Courts,  Service  Clubs,  and  etc.  This  Detail  was  composed  of  a  sergeant 
and  two  officers  who  utilized  the  following  media  to  exhort  the  greatest  number  of  people  possible 
into  safe  driving  and  walking  practices: 

PUBLICITY:  Press  releases  were  made.  Radio  interviews  were  conducted.  Television  appearances 
were  made.  Various  displays  depicting  causes  of  accidents  and  explaining  important  traffic  laws 
were  placed  in  public  buildings.  Safety  pamphlets  and  hand-bills  were  written  and  printed  for  the 
edification  of  the  public  and  used  to  particular  advantage  in  connection  with  the  Traffic  Safety 
Checks.  The  public  address  car  assigned  to  this  Detail  was  used  with  exceptional  results  in  meeting 
problems  concerning  pedestrians  as  well  as  general  traffic  congestion.  The  car  was  used  at  all 
parades  and  most  outdoor  public  functions.  It  was  also  used  to  patrol  the  new  free-way  during  the 
rush  hours. 

LECTURES:  Lectures  were  given  to  various  groups  interested  in  traffic  safety,  including  Driver 
Education  classes  in  the  High  Schools,  fleet  operators  and  drivers.  Civil  Defense  drivers,  the  Armed 
Forces  and  many  service  clubs. 

JUVENILE  TRAFFIC  SAFETY  EDUCATION:  To  assist  in  developing  good  safe  drivers  for  the 
future,  as  well  as  at  present,  every  effort  was  made  by  this  Detail  to  cooperate  to  the  utmost  with 
young  drivers  in  developing  a  proper  driving  attitude,  and  furthering  their  understanding  of  Police- 
Juvenile  relations.  In  cooperation  with  school  authorities  lectures  and  demonstrations  were  given  to 
all  Driver  Education  classes  in  the  public  and  parochial  High  Schools.  Many  students  toured  the 
Traffic  Bureau  and  courts  and  interviewed  the  members  of  this  Detail  in  their  office.  The  Detail 
attended  meetings  and  extended  full  assistance  to  "Hot-Rod",  Motorcycle  and  Sports  Car  Clubs 
that  expressed  adesire  to  further  the  sport  and  comply  with  the  Police  Department's  safety  stan- 
dards. Participation  in  organizing  and  conducting  such  special  events  as  the  "Teen-age  Road-e-o" 
and  "Coaster  Derbies"  was  entered  into  by  this  Detail.  This  Detail  acted  as  liaison  between  the 
Juvenile  Traffic  Court  and  the  Police  Department.  All  sessions  of  the  Juvenile  Traffic  Court  were 
attended   and   assistance  and  advice   rendered   the  Court  on  Juvenile  Traffic  matters. 

JUVENILE  TRAFFIC  VIOLATORS'  SCHOOL:  In  cooperation  with  the  Juvenile  Traffic  Court 
a  Juvenile  Traffic  Violators'  School  was  conducted  by  the  Educational  Detail.  Last  year  the  course 
consisted  of  six,  one  hour  sessions  conducted  at  the  Youth  Guidance  Center  on  Thursday  evenings 
from  7:30  p.m.  to  8:30  p.m.  In  1955  the  course  was  expanded  to  six,  one  and  one  half  hour  sessions 
with  two  separate  classes  conducted,  i.e.,  a  Monday  and  a  Thursday  class  from  7:30  pm..  to  9:00 
p.m.  The  school  is  a  well  recognized  and  desirable  method  of  dealing  with  juvenile  traffic  offenders 
whose  violations  indicate  a  faulty  knowledge  of  the  driving  laws  and  an  improper  social  attitude 
in  relation  to  courtesy,  social  responsibility  and  the  exercise  of  reasonable  prudence.  The  motor 
vehicle  laws  were  illustrated  and  explained,  with  particular  stress  being  placed  upon  the  reason- 
ableness of  voluntary  compliance  with  the  said  laws.  Attendance  at  this  school  was  of  great  value 
to  those  boys  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Court,  needed  instruction  to  formulate  a  proper  viewpoint 
of  traffic  law  enforcement  as  well  as  to  learn  correct  driving  practices.

ADULT  TRAFFIC  SAFETY  SCHOOL:  On  November  14,  1955  this  Detail  in  cooperation  with 
the  Board  of  Education  and  the  Traffic  Court  inaugurated  the  Adult  Traffic  Safety  School.  (Also 
known  at  the  Adult  Traffic  Violators'  School.)  The  members  of  this  Detail  prepared  the  curriculum 
and  act  as  instructors  for  the  four  hour  course  which  is  divided  into  two  sessions  of  two  hours  each 
from  7:00  p.m.  to  9:00  p.m.  on  Mondays  and  Tuesdays  and  on  Wednesdays  and  Thursdays  at  Abra- 
ham Lincoln  High  School.  The  audience  is  comprised  of  Traffic  Violators  who  are  sent  to  the 
school  by  the  Traffic  Judge,  those  who  appear  at  the  Traffic  Fines  Bureau  and  elect  to  attend  and 
persons  who  have  not  received  a  traffic  citation  but  are  interested  and  attend  of  their  own  volition. 

POLICE  TRAINING:  Acting  for  the  Director  of  Traffic  this  Detail  prepared  and  distributed 
cards  etc.,  concerning  changes  in  the  traffic  laws  to  all  department  personnel.  Members  of  this 
Detail  assisted  the  Police  Academy  staff  in  training  recruits  and  conducting  refresher  courses.  The 
Detail  also  assisted  other  Police  Departments  in  the  training  of  their  traffic  personnel. 

SCHOOL  SAFETY  PATROL 

The  School  Safety  Patrol  Detail,  a  unit  of  the  Traffic  Bureau  under  the  Director  of  Traffic,  is 
composed  of  an  Inspector  in  Charge,  a  Sergeant  of  Police  and  two  (2)  Patrolmen. 

This  detail  is  a  full-time  assignment  and  its  main  duties  arc  the  organizing,  training  and  super- 
vising of  individual  Safety  Patrols  in  the  San  Francisco  Schools  —  public,  parochial  and  private. 
Safety  Patrols  are  established  in  all  elementary  schools  with  a  fifth  grade  or  higher  and  the  junior 
high  schools.  The  patrol  units  operate  under  the  prescribed  rules  and  regulations,  as  established  in 
the  California  State  Educational  Code. 

The  patrol  units  are  organized  and  trained  twice  a  year  at  the  beginning  of  each  school  term, 
and  a  regularly  scheduled  monthly  meeting  in  service  training  of  30  minutes  is  given  to  each  indi- 
vidual unit. 

In  supervising,  individual  units  on  the  job  are  visited  by  a  member  of  this  detail  at  least  once 
a  week. 

In  addition  to  the  meetings  with  the  patrol  units,  assembled  student  body  meetings  of  the  upper 
grades,  and  individual  classes  of  all  primary  grades  are  addressed  on  general  safety  practices. 

The  vicinity  of  schools  are  checked  for  traffic  hazards  and  traffic  controls  recommended  where 
deemed  necessary;  also  prescribed  safe  routes  to  schools  are  suggested  and  given  to  the  student  body 
by  the  members  of  this  detail. 

Meetings  with  Parent-Teacher  groups  and  Mothers'  Clubs  are  attended  and  the  purpose  and 
duties  of  patrol  units  are  explained.  Safety  films  are  also  shown  at  these  meetings  when  requested. 
These  groups  are  co-sponsors  of  the  School  Safety  Patrols  and  supply  the  cost  of  uniform  caps, 
white  belts  and  rain  clothes  for  the  patrol  units  of  their  respective  schools. 

Member.s  of  this  detail  make  two  surveys  a  year  of  crosswalks  and  recommend  repainting  as 
often  as  required.  The  establishment  of  new  or  additional  crosswalks  aie  recommended  where  need- 
ed to  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners. 

An  appropriation  of  $29,000  was  allowed  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works  budget  to  provide 
for  the  painting  of  school  crosswalks  and  "School  Xing"  pavement  signs  in  the  vicinity  of  schools. 
This  outlay  is  exclusive  of  the  normal  painting  program  of  crosswalks  on  main  thoroughfares. 

The  Annual  Review  of  Patrol  units  was  held  at  Kezar  Stadium  on  Wednesday,  May  25,  1955. 
The  units  were  reviewed  by  Acting  Mayor  J.  Leo  Halley,  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners,  the 
Chief  of  Police,  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Archdiocesan 
Catholic  Schools,  and  many  other  civic  leaders,  before  an  estimated  crowd  of  ten  thousand  people. 
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The  Deputy  Chief  of  Police  presented  Efficiency  Awards  to  the  Patrol  units  after  the  Review. 
The  awards  are  based  on  the  performance  of  the  units  during  the  school  year  as  observed  by  the 
members  of  this  detail. 

The  patrols  are  co-sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Education,  the  Police  Department,  the  California 
State  Automobile  Association,  the  2nd  District  Congress  of  Parents  and  Teachers,  the  San  Francisco 
Archdiocesan   Parochial  Schools  and  the  Catholic  Parent-Teacher  groups.

POLICE  ACADEMY 

The  close  of  the  year  1955  marks  the  completion  of  the  eighteenth  year  of  operation  of  the  San 
Francisco  Police  Academy.  During  these  past  eighteen  years  the  record  of  accomplishments  toward 
improvement  has   steadily  climbed  toward  higher  levels. 

The  objective  of  the  school  is  two-fold.  The  primary  purpose  is  the  training  of  recruits.  It  has 
been  said  and  justifiably  so  that  no  school  turns  out  a  finished  policeman.  The  training  at  the 
Academy  for  recruits  is  such  that  every  possible  effort  is  employed  to  train  the  appointees  in  the 
rudiments  and  fundamentals  of  basic  police  procedure,  imbue  them  with  an  appreciation  of  the  high 
standards  and  ideals  of  police  service  expected  of  them  by  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco  and  send 
them  forth  better  equipped  and  determined  to  become  as  professionally  proficient  as  possible.  During 
the  year  1955  the  Recruit  Training  course  was  extended  to  ten  weeks. 

The  second  objective  of  the  Acadamy  is  to  conduct  in-service  training  for  all  ranks  of  the  de- 
partment, with  the  objective  in  mind  of  bringing  to  the  attention  of  as  many  members  as  possible  the 
latest  methods  of  criminal  investigation,  supervision,  and  technological  advances  in  the  field  of  police 
science. 

Considered  as  an  integral  part  of  the  Academy's  objectives  has  been  the  training  of  the  Police 
Reserves  as  an  auxiliary  function  of  the  Academy  program.  Classes  are  held  at  night  in  the  Police 
Academy  for  the  members  of  the  Police  Reserve,  utilizing  the  staff  and  facilities  of  the  institution.

PUBLIC  RELATIONS: 

During  the  year  1955;  186  fraternal,  religious,  business,  and  professional  organizations  including 
the  P.T.A.  and  educational  groups  were  addressed  by  members  of  the  Staff  of  the  Police  Academy. 
The  subjects  covered  were  Narcotics,  Juvenile  Crime  Control,  Police  Administration  and  Organ- 
ization, and  Civil  Defense. 

BACKGROUND  INVESTIGATIONS 

During  the  year  1955,  personal  interviews  were  conducted  at  the  Police  Academy  on  every  man 
that  was  called  off  the  list  of  eligibles  for  the  Department. 

Extensive  background  investigations  were  made  by  the  Staff  on  every  acceptable  candidate.

PROBST  RATING  SYSTEM 

In  1955  the  Probst  System  Semi-Annual  ratings  for  the  department  were  evaluated  at  the 
Police  Academy  on  men  of  all  ranks  with  the  exception  of  the  Captain. 

A  total  of  2,881  ratings  were  made  for  the  two  periods  ending  December  31,  1954  and  June 
30,  1955.  This  figure  does  not  include  men  who  were  still  on  probation,  nor  does  it  include  members 
who  were  on  leave. 

EXAMINATIONS 

During  the  year  1955  the  Civil  Service  Commission  conducted  Physical  entrance  examinations 
at  the  Police  Academy,  at  which  time  the  facilities  of  the  Academy  and  the  Staff  members  were  at 
the  disposal  of  the  Commission. 

A  total  of  569  men  were  processed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  and  members  of  the  Staff 
at  the  Police  Academy,  for  various  Civil  Service  Classifications.

Dear  Sir: 

In  compliance  with  Section  19,  sub-section  (e)  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  I  am  submitting  herewith  the  statistical  report  of  the  Police  Department  of  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  the  calendar  year  1956. 

At  the  advent  of  your  Honor's  administration,  you  called  for  a  general  improvement  in  the 
morale,  efficiency  and  standing  of  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department. 

At  an  unprecedented  mass  meeting  of  all  police  personnel,  held  at  your  Honor's  request,  you 
publicly  and  emphatically  repeated  these  objectives  and  your  demand  that  they  be  carried  out 
at  the  earliest  possible  moment.  At  that  time,  the  Police  Commissioners  appointed  by  your  Honor 
also  addressed  the  meeting,  pledging  to  you  and  to  the  Department  their  determination  to  achieve 
these  results.  Thereafter,  the  Police  Commission  appointed  Francis  J.  Ahern  as  Chief  of  Police  to 
implement  and  lead  this  program. 

Since  then,  the  Department  has  carried  on  a  program  of  sustained  and  vigorous  action  to  reach 
the  desired  goal.  This  program  promises  significant  changes  in  police  service  for  the  people  of  San 
Francisco. 

A  brief  summary  of  these  accomplishments  is  presented  herewith: 

The  Bureau  of  Permits  has  taken  measures  to  provide  closer  screening  of  applicants  for  various 
police  permits  (taxi  drivers,  junk  gatherers,  pinball  licenses,  etc.)  and  a  more  thorough  inspection 
is  now  conducted  with  regard  to  the  issuance  of  various  city  licenses  (dancehalls,  liqiior  dealers, 
etc.)  wherein  the  business  is  subject  to  police  regulation.  This  screening  and  inspection  process 
should  minimize  the  occasion  for  the  issuance  of  permits  and  licenses  to  persons  or  places  of  ques- 
tionable character.  New  Medallions  have  been  issued  to  all  Taxicab  Companies  and  an  intensified 
check  of  all  taxicabs  on  the  street  has  been  implemented  to  secure  compliance  with  licensing  regu- 
lations and  the  elimination  of  unlicensed  cabs. 

Personnel  Matters  —  Police  service  is  built  upon  the  availability  of  competent  personnel. 
Hence,  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  total  personnel  program.  Particular  attention  has  been 
directed  toward: 

1.  Screening  of  Applicants — A  procedure  has  been  initiated  for  the  thorough  screening  of  appli- 
cants. The  mere  passing  of  a  routine  civil  service  examination  is  no  longer  considered  a 
valid  criterion  for  acceptance  as  a  recruit  officer.  The  weeding  out  of  the  less  desirable 
material  prior  to  appointment  and  recruit  training  should  prove  a  real  relief  to  the  taxpayer 
and  assist  the  department  in  the  maintenance  of  a  high  level  of  morale.  Of  the  148  eUgibles 
remaining  on  the  entrance  list  at  the  beginning  of  this  administration,  58  were  rejected  as 
being  undesirable  for  appointment  to  this  department. 

2.  Police  Training  Program  —  The  entire  recruit  training  program  has  been  redesigned.  The 
present  plan  is  oriented  toward  giving  the  new  officer  full  information  as  to  his  basic  patrol 
duties  and  the  acceptable  manner  of  performing  those  duties.  Every  attempt  is  being  made 
to  provide  a  recruit  training  course  that  will  prove  both  practical  and  stimulating.  The  train- 
ing period  has  been  extended  from  ten  to  thirteen  weeks.  Liberal  use  is  being  made  of  out- 
side instructors  where  their  knowledge  is  applicable  to  the  development  of  a  well-rounded 
recruit  officer.  The  Graduation  Ceremonies  for  Recruit  Classes  are  now  being  conducted 
with  the  dignity  befitting  successful  completion  of  the  intensified  course  of  instruction  at  the 
Police  Academy. 

3.  Assignment  of  Personnel  —  One  of  the  first  moves  of  the  new  administration  was  to  survey 
the  department  personnel  and  then  reassign  the  members  for  duty  throughout  the  entire 
city  to  the  end  that  all  areas  would  receive  best  coverage  by  experienced  officers.  It  is  the 
policy  of  this  administration  to  render  all  citizens  and  areas  an  equal  caliber  of  police 
service,  making  due  allowance  for  any  necessary  concentrations  in  critical  areas,  within  the 
limits  of  available  police  manpower  and  facilities. 

Supervision  and  Discipline  —  Administrative  control  of  all  department  operations  is  effected 
through  the  medium  of  proper  supervision.  Supervision  is  made  effective  through  the  device  of 
discipline  that  is  fair  and  impartial.  With  these  thoughts  in  mind,  steps  have  been  taken  to  ac- 
complish the  following: 

1.  Unit  and  Bureau  Heads  have  been  appointed  strictly  on  the  basis  of  merit  and  have  been 
retained  solely  on  the  basis  of  continued  demonstrated  performance. 

2.  Stimulate  positive  supervision  of  personnel  throughout  the  department  by  alerting  the  super- 
visory personnel  of  their  responsibility  and  obligations  both  to  the  administration  and  to  the 
personnel  they  supervise. 


3.  The  Supervising  Captain  has  actively  responded  by  frequent  and  irregular  visits  to  district 
stations  at  various  hours  of  the  days  and  nights. 

4.  District  Captains  are  being  held  strictly  accountable  for  the  proper  conduct  of  affairs 
within   the  confines  of  their  respective  commands. 

5.  Responsibility  for  failure  to  perform  duties  as  required  have  to  be  answered  by  each  mem- 
ber along  the  chain  of  command  unless  the  act  is  confined  to  one  specific  individual. 
Hence  a  mutual  reliance  among  all  members  within  an  operational  unit  is  encouraged. 

A  new  procedure  has  been  established  with  regard  to  the  supervisory  responsibility  and  man- 
ner of  investigation  of  cases  involving  accidents  resulting  in  damage  to  city  property.  This  has 
tended  to  promote  safer  practices  in  the  handling  of  city-owned  equipment,  reduce  radio  patrol 
accident  both  as  to  frequency  and  severity,  and  will  result  ultimately  in  a  saving  to  the  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco.  Closely  allied  to  this  activity  is  the  beneficial  result  whereby  all  pertinent 
facts  are  made  available  to  substantiate  the  rights  of  the  city  in  event  of  lawsuits  growing  out  of 
accident  cases. 

Strict  compliance  with  department  rules  and  regulations  regarding  the  processing  of  prisoners 
has  been  impressed  upon  department  personnel.  Proper  surveillance  of  the  privileges  granted  at- 
torneys and  bail  bondsmen  has  been  effected  to  assure  impartiality  of  treatment. 

Establishment  of  an  "Intelligence  Unit" 

Regional  Intelligence  Operation  —  As  a  direct  result  of  our  concern  for  the  maintenance  of 
adequate  exchange  of  essential  information  regarding  the  activities  of  the  professional  criminal 
element,  a  conference  was  held  in  San  Francisco  to  which  responsible  members  of  major  police 
agencies  were  invited  to  participate.  This  meeting  had  as  its  purpose  the  consideration  of  a  pro- 
gram whereby  eleven  participating  agencies  could  pool  their  intelligence  information  and  provide 
for  the  proper  control  and  distribution  of  said  data  to  responsible  persons.  Following  this  meeting 
the  participants  were  unanimous  in  their  demand  for  the  establishment  of  a  "clearing  house"  and 
the  naming  of  Chief  Ahcrn  as  the  person  who  should  undertake  to  formulate  the  over-all  program. 
This  "intelligence"  sharing  is  now  an  accomplished  fact. 

At  Chief  Ahern's  invitation  the  Quarterly  Meeting  of  Zone  Two  Chiefs  of  Police  was  held  in 
San  Francisco  during  July  1956.  The  Peace  Officers  Association  of  California  is  planning  to  hold  the 
1957  Annual  Convention  in  San  Francisco  during  the  month  of  May. 

Cooperation  with  Other  Agencies  —  positive  steps  have  been  taken  to  clarify  areas  of  responsi- 
bility between  police  department  operations  and  the  field  operations  of  personnel  employed  by  such 
agencies  as  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  where  both  departments  have  a  direct  interest  in  the 
enforcement  problems.  A  series  of  meetings  were  held  between  the  Chief  of  Police  and  responsible 
representatives  of  the  State  Board  which  led  to  the  clarification  of  procedures  for  the  future  pro- 
cessing of  applications  for  licenses,  etc.  A  program  of  mutual  support  is  now  in  effect  whereby  the 
work  of  members  of  both  agencies  are  cumulatively  directed  toward  the  same  end.  This  same  type 
of  functional  cooperation  has  been  extended  to  the  Attorney  General's  Office,  the  District  Attorney, 
the  Internal  Revenue  and  the  F.B.I. 

Review  of  the  Department  Rules  and  Regulations  —  At  this  writing  the  "Rules  and  Regula- 
tions" of  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  are  being  reviewed  with  a  view  to  adjusting  them 
to  correspond  to  areas  of  responsibility  applicable  to  operating  units  and  various  personnel.  There 
has  been  evident  need  for  such  a  general  rewriting  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  but  this  assign- 
ment cannot  reasonably  be  undertaken  with  too  great  haste.  It  is  contemplated  that  considerable 
material  now  found  in  the  "Rules,"  various  "Orders,"  etc.,  and  some  procedures  that  are  "un- 
written" will  be  reorganized  into  a  series  of  basic  "procedure  manuals"  for  the  future  guidance 
and  control  of  police  operations.  This  is  an  essential  administrative  task. 

New  Hall  of  Justice  —  Now  that  the  official  tally  of  votes  on  Proposition  "A"  has  been  com- 
pleted and  it  shows  that  the  people  of  San  Francisco  have  approved  the  issuance  of  bonds  for  a 
new  Hall  of  Justice,  administrative  direction  is  essential  to  assure  that  the  new  structure  when  com- 
pleted   will    prove    effective    and    conducive    to    police  efficiency  and  public  service  generally. 

Traffice  Enforcement  —  Steps  have  been  taken  to  assure  that  the  following  results  are  obtained: 

Motor  Vehicle  accidents  are  to  be  thoroughly  investigated  and  all  pertinent  facts  are  to  be 
properly  recorded  on  the  prescribed  report  forms  and  controls  have  been  effected  to  make  informa- 
tion available  to  persons  legally  entitled  thereto  and  at  the  same  time  prevent  individual  contact 
with  police  officers  except  when  properly  subpoened  to  testify  at  a  court  action. 

Public  courtesy  is  to  be  stressed  by  all  members  of  the  traffic  division. 

CRIMINAL  INVESTIGATION  —  Many  significant  changes  have  taken  place  within  the 
Bureau  of  Inspectors  which  already  have  had  a  significant  impact  upon  the  operating  efficiency  of 
this  major  division. 


A  new  Chief  of  Inspectors  was  appointed  and  three  new  detail  heads  were  assigned  to  Bur- 
glary, Pawnshop  and  Fraud  Details  respectively. 

The  reassignment  of  twenty-seven  members  of  the  Bureau  of  Inspectors  to  other  details 
within  the  Bureau  has  resulted  in  increased  efficiency. 

Night  crews  from  the  details  of  the  Bureau  of  Inspectors  have  been  instituted.  This  allows  a 
continuing  investigation  in  any  case  where  such  is  deemed  to  be  advisable.  It  also  allows  immediate 
follow-up  investigation  by  specialized  crews  in  serious  cases. 

An  intensified  drive  has  been  instituted  against  the  Vagrant  and  Vag-Addict  who  account  for 
a  great  proportion  of  the  Burglary  and  Theft  from  Auto  offenses.  A  brief  comparison  will  show 
this  definite  trend:

Procedures  in  the  Auto  Theft  Detail  (Boosting)  have  been  activated  to  stimulate  activity 
within  this  unit.  As  a  direct  result  irregularities  on  the  part  of  auto  wreckers  have  been  subject  to 
police  action  and  correction.  In  addition  full  and  complete  data  on  all  stolen  and  wanted  auto- 
mobiles has  been  made  available  to  all  police  personnel  on  a  24-hour  basis  since  July  1,  1956.  In 
view  of  the  large  number  of  cars  that  are  stolen  each  year  and  the  number  used  in  the  commission 
of  crime  this  latter  change  should  prove  particularly  beneficial. 

RECORDS  PROCESSES 

Revision  of  Report  Writing  Procedures  —  Pursuant  to  persistent  demands  to  modify  the  re- 
port writing  process,  a  survey  of  forms  and  procedures  was  completed  and  on  April  16,  1956,  a 
new  series  of  report  forms  was  adopted  for  use  in  the  department.  The  benefits  are: 

1.  Reduction  in  total  number  of  forms  in  use, 

2.  Minimize  confusion  and  error  in  actual  use  of  forms, 

3.  Reduction  in  inventory  costs  in  report  forms, 

4.  Simplification  of  the  recording  process, 

5.  Standardization  of  format  be  lifted  so  that  similar  items  of  information  are  recorded  in  the 
same  manner  on  all  forms. 

6.  Reproduction  of  extra  copies  by  mechanical  means. 

7.  This  has  resulted  in  a  time-saving  to  patrol  personnel. 

8.  Control  of  routing  by  form  color  code;  and 

9.  Legibility  of  copy  has  been  improved. 

Statistical  Coding  —  In  view  of  future  desirability  to  analyze  crime,  arrests,  etc.,  data  on  an 
area  basis  has  been  codified  and  a  system  has  been  established  whereby  all  reports  are  identified 
by  "Plot"  numbers  as  the  IBM  cards  are  punched.  This  will  permit  "pin-point"  area  studies  at  a 
future  date. 

JUVENILE   BUREAU   AND  SCHOOL   RELATIONSHIPS 

The  need  for  a  more  cooperative  relationship  between  the  police  and  the  school  system  has 
long  been  evident.  Under  the  direction  of  the  new  administration,  close  and  harmonious  coopera- 
tion has  been  established  between  the  Police  Juvenile  Bureau  and  the  schools  and  other  related 
agencies  of  similar  interests. 

Several  major  steps  have  been  taken  by  this  department  in  this  regard. 

On  June  23,  1956,  four  members  of  the  Crime  Prevention  Detail  were  detailed  to  this  Bureau 
with  the  purpose  of  augmenting  the  members  regularly  assigned  in  routine  patrol.  Until  this  time, 
there  had  been  relatively  no  routine  preventive  patrol  performed  by  this  unit. 

On  July  9,  1956,  four  additional  members  were  assigned  to  the  Juvenile  Bureau.  These 
assignments  were  made  from  a  list  of  eligible  members  with  the  ability  to  speak  one  or  more 
foreign  languages  to  the  end  that  this  Bureau  would  be  better  in  position  to  handle  any  juvenile 
situation  which  may  arise  regardless  of  race,  creed  or  nationality. 

On  this  same  date,  an  experienced  member  was  assigned  as  police  representative  at  the  Juvenile 
Court  to  act  as  liaison  officer  between  this  department  and  said  court.  Such  an  arrangement  has 
resulted  in  a  closer  affiliation  and  mutual  understanding  of  joint  areas  of  respective  responsibilities. 
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Enforcement  of  Curfew  Laws.  In  order  to  cope  with  the  normal  rise  in  purse  snatching,  auto 
thefts,  acts  of  violence  and  vandalism  involving  juveniles  which  has  always  accompanied  the  return 
to  school,  all  patrol  personnel  were  ordered  to  enforce  such  regulations  tactfully. 

Juvenile  Control  Index  File.  It  is  now  possible  for  any  officer  on  patrol  to  secure  immediately 
via  radio  the  complete  history  of  any  juvenile  "stopped  on  the  street. 

On  September  4,  1956,  at  the  Teachers'  Institute,  the  Deputy  Chief  of  Police  addressed  this 
body  assuring  it  of  full  cooperation  in  the  notification  of  the  particular  school  in  which  the  juvenile 
involved  is  registered. 

DRUNK  REHABILITATION  PROGRAM 

It  is  well  known  that  the  essential  clement  in  the  rehabililation  of  the  drunk  repeater,  or 
alcoholic  lies  in  the  direction  of  adequate  medical  and  psychiatric  help.  With  this  in  mind  the  new 
administration  undertook  the  task  of  reviewing  the  entire  process. 

Recognizing  the  inadequacy  of  the  procedures  being  used  in  the  processing  of  persons  arrested 
for  being  drunk  in  a  public  place,  and  the  futility  of  the  so-called  "revolving  door"  policy  for  the 
habitual  offender,  a  new  policy  was  inaugurated  whereby  the  repeater  is  no  longer  booked  "release- 
when-sober,"  but  is  held  to  answer  in  court. 

It  is  to  be  reasonably  anticipated  that  other  agencies  more  closely  related  to  the  rehabilita- 
tive aspect  of  this  problem  shall  join  their  combined  potentialities  in  an  effort  to  successfully  abate 
this  blighted  situation. 

As  an  indication  of  the  reduction  in  persons  arrested  for  drunkenness,  the  following  table 
will  prove  of  interest:

From  all  indications,  the  number  of  drunk  arrests  was  well  on  its  way  to  being  far  greater  in 
1956  than  in  1955. 

The  change  in  department  drunk  arrest  policy  became  effective  on  July  23,  1956.  The  sudden 
decrease  in  arrests  is  quite  apparent  from  that  date. 

With  the  elimination  of  the  majority  of  these  offenders,  the  change  in  the  character  of  the 
"skid  row"  area  is  quite  remarkable.  Many  of  the  businessmen  in  this  area  have  written  to  this 
department  lauding  this  program. 

REPUBLICAN    NATIONAL    CONVENTION,  August  20-23  Incl. 

The  full  potential  of  this  Department  was  utilized  in  the  policing  of  this  Convention. 

It  is  a  compliment  to  each  and  every  member  of  this  Department  that  all  details  and  assign- 
ments were  performed  in  the  highest  traditions  of  the  police  service. 

Not  a  single  incident  occurred  which  in  any  way  might  have  detracted  from  the  universal 
praise  accorded  to  our  personnel  by  all  participants  to  this  Convention. 


PLANNING  AND  RESEARCH  Bl  REAH 

This  Unit  is  an  administrative  staff  agency  directlv  responsible  to  an  under  the  immediate 
supervision  of  the  Chief  of  Police. 

The  duties  of  this  Unit  run  the  entire  ijamut  of  police  administration,  science  and  tactics. 
Although  small  in  numbers  its  mission  is  large.  Th-  Unit  has  under  continued  study  the  policies, 
procedures,  and  operational  probleins  of  the  entire  department. 

In  addition  to  such  duties,  the  Unit  participates  in  the  preparation  of  the  budget,  the  Annu- 
al Report,  special  events  and  many  other  assignments  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  referred  to  it 
by  the  Chief  of  Police. 

INTELLIGENCE  I  NTT 

One  of  the  most  serious  problems  facing  all  local  law  enforcement  officials  today  is  the  absolute 
mobility  of  the  criminal  element.  It  is  felt  that  only  by  the  exchange  of  information  concerning 
criminal  operators,  can  effective  steps  be  taken  to  curb  their  activities.  Law  enforcement  bodie"s 
are  confronted  with  the  obvious  fact  that  criminals  now  use  modern  techniques  and  forms  of 
communication  and  in  order  to  counter  them,  new  steps  must  be  taken.  Following  lengthy  dis- 
cussions on  this  subject  with  Captain  James  Hamilton  of  the  Los  Angeles  Police  Depart- 
ment, there  came  into  being  in  this  City  during  March  of  1956,  an  organization  known  as  the  Law 
Enforcement  Intelligence  Unit.  Headquarters  of  this  unit  was  established  in  the  Sacramento  office 
of  the  State  Bureau  of  Criminal  Identification  &  Investigation.  The  C.I.I,  in  Sacramento  receives 
standardized  reports  on  racketeers  and  mobsters  from  the  contributing  members  of  this  organization 
and  docs  thereupon  disseminate  them  to  the  police  agencies  requiring  the  same.  This  organization 
fills  a  need  and  covers  that  area  where  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  and  other  federal  agencies 
have  no  authority  to  act  and  is  not  to  be  considered  as  assuming,  usurping,  or  duplicating  theactivi- 
ties  of  these  agencies. 

This  unit  at  its  first  meeting  was  comprised  of  the  representatives  of  twenty-six  Western  law 
enforcement  agencies  reaching  from  San  Francisco  to  St.  Louis. 

Quite  often  the  term  "Intelligence  Unit"  has  been  mistaken  for  an  "Internal  Affairs  Unit." 
The  distinction  between  the  two  units  is  of  paramount  importance.  The  Intelligence  Unit  deals 
strictly  with  organized  crime  and  criminals.  Its  primary  function  is  to  collect  information  relative 
to  the  movements  of  criminal  operators.  On  the  other  hand,  an  Internal  .Affairs  unit  deals  solely 
with  "policing  the  police."  And,  again,  it  must  be  emphasized,  this  is  not  the  role  of  the  IntelHgence 
Unit. 

This  unit  is  directly  charged  with  the  gathering,  analyzing,  recording,  and  dissemination  of 
information   relating  in   any  manner  to  organized  crime  and  criminals. 

It  is  further  charged  with  the  investigation  of  persons  or  organizations  whose  activities  are 
indicative  or  characteristic  of  organized  crime. 

This  unit  is  under  the  direct  supervision  and  control  of  the  Chief  of  Pofice. 

The  following  pages  contain  a  statistical  summation  of  the  total  activity  of  the  San  Francisco 
Police  Department  for  the  year  1956.

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POl.ICi:  ACADEMY 

The  close  of  the  year  1956  marks  the  completion  of  the  nineteenth  year  of  operation  of  the 
San  Francisco  Police  Academy.  During  these  past  nineteen  years  the  record  of  accomplishments 
toward  improvement  has  steadily  climbed  toward  higher  levels. 

The  object  of  the  school  is  two-fold.  The  priimary  purpose  is  the  training  of  recruits.  It  has 
been  said  and  justifiably  so  that  no  school  turns  out  a  finished  policeman.  The  training  at  the 
Academy  for  recruits  is  such  that  every  possible  eTort  is  employed  to  train  the  appointees  in  the 
rudiments  and  fundamentals  of  basic  police  procedure,  imbue  them  with  an  appreciation  of  the  high 
standards  and  ideals  of  police  service  expected  of  them  by  citizens  of  San  Francisco  and  send 
them  forth  better  equipped  and  determined  to  become  as  professionally  proficient  as  possible.  During 
the  year  1956  the  Recruit  Training  course  was  extended  to  twelve  weeks. 

The  second  objective  of  the  Academy  is  to  co  iduct  in-service  training  for  all  ranks  of  the  de- 
partment, with  the  objective  in  mind  of  bringing  ti  the  attention  of  as  many  members  as  possible  the 
latest  methods  of  criminal  investigation,  supervisiin.  and  technological  advances  in  the  field  of  police 
science. 

Considered  as  an  integral  part  of  the  Academy's  responsibility  has  been  the  training  of  the 
Police  Reserves.  Classes  are  held  at  night  in  the  Police  Academy  for  the  members  of  the  Police  Re- 
serve, utilizing  the  staff  and  facilities  of  the  institution. 

During  the  calendar  year  1956,  the  following  services  for  the  members  of  the  department  and 
the  public  were  provided  by  the  staff  at  the  Academy.

BACKGROUND  INVESTIGATIONS 

Under  a  new  process  of  recruit  investigation  outlined  by  Chief  Ahern.  members  of  the  Police 
Academy  staff  were  assigned  to  an  intensive  screening  of  applicants.  Three  recruit  classes  totaling  93 
members  were  selected  from  a  field  of  145  candidates  processed  under  this  new  program  resulting  in 
the  selection  of  only  the  most  select  type  of  applicant  possible. 

Screening  consisted  of  a  thorough  review  of  the  application  and  questionnaire  filed  by  the  ap- 
plicant and  the  checking  of  all  pertinent  information  therein.  Investigation  of  all  phases  of  the 
applicants'  personal  history,  character,  and  background  established  the  desirabihty  of  the  candi- 
date. 

PROBST  RATING  SYSTEM 

In  1956  the  Probst  System  Semi  Annual  ratings  for  the  department  were  evaluated  at  the 
Police  Academy  on  men  of  all  ranks  with  the  exception  of  Captains  of  Police. 
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EXAMINATIONS 

During  the  year  1956  the  Civil  Service  Commission  conducted  Physical  entrance  examinations 
at  the  Pohce  Academy,  at  which  time  the  facilities  of  the  Academy  and  the  Staff  members  were  at 
the  disposal  of  the  Commission. 

A  total  of  290  men  were  processed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  and  members  of  the  Staff 
at  the  Police  Academy,  for  various  Civil  Service  Classifications. 

PERSONNEL  INVESTIGATIONS 

A  total  of  40  investigations  were  conducted  by  the  Director  of  Personnel  and  his  assistant  re- 
garding conduct  of  members  of  the  Department. 

A  total  of  38  investigations  were  made  for  outside  Departments  regarding  their  prospective  ap- 
plicants.

Chief  Ahern  has  continued  to  assign  a  qualified  speaker  from  the  Police  Academy  staff  to  ad- 
dress every  organized  group  submitting  a  request  for  a  speaker  on  these  subjects.  During  1956  a 
guest  speaker  assigned  from  the  Police  Academy  appeared  before  137  various  organizations!  includ- 
ing clubs  such  as  the  Lions,  Rotary,  Kiwanis,  Optimists,  and  Exchange  Clubs,  as  well  as  various 
P.T^A.  groups.  Junior  and  Senior  Chambers  of  Commerce,  religious  organizations  of  all  faiths 
High  School  and  University  faculties  and  fraternal  organizations  such  as  the  Knights  of  Colum- 
bus, Masonic  groups  and  B'nai  B'rith.

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POLICE  RANGE 

During  the  calendar  year  1956  the  Police  Pistol  Range  made  the  following  contribution  to  the 
over-all  efficiency  of  the  department  through  the  conduct  of  training  programs,  etc. 

(a)  Standardized  police  recruit  revolver  training  classes. 

(b)  Personnel  revolver  qualification  classes. 

(c)  Personnel  re-qualification  classes. 

(d)  Special  fire-arms  classes. 

The  purpose  of  the  Range  is  to  provide  a  well  equipped  facility  wherein  members  of  the  depart- 
ment may  learn  the  correct  and  safe  practices  in  the  use  of  firearms.  Recruit  instruction  is  designed 
to  assure  that  the  new  officer  will  have  confidence  in  the  proper  use  of  his  weapons  both  from  the 
standpoint  of  personal  and  public  safety.  Forty-eight  hours  of  intensive  training  is  provided  for  each 
recruit.  During  this  period  the  recruit  is  instructed  in  the  use  of  sidearms,  machine  guns,  shot  guns, 
gas  guns  and  other  specialized  equipment.  During  1956  eighty-nine  recruits  successfully  completed 
this  phase  of  training. 

During  1956  some  1,427  members  requalified  at  the  range.  These  qualifications  require  the 
course  to  be  fired  3,801  times.  In  addition  there  were  2,038  occasions  wherein  members  reported  to 
the  Range  and  fired  practice  courses  on  their  own  time. 

The  department  rules  require  each  member  to  maintain  a  reasonable  degree  of  proficiency  with 
regard  to  his  use  of  firearms.  Those  officers  who  demonstrate  a  high  degree  of  accuracy  (MASTER 
or  EXPERT  CLASS)  are  required  to  return  to  the  Range  for  requalification  at  least  once  each 
nine  months.  Members  who  qualify  as  being  in  the  SHARPSHOOTER  Class  must  report  every  six 
months  while  the  MARKSMEN  Class  are  required  to  requalify  every  three  months.  Those  mem- 
bers who  fail  to  qualify  must  return  to  the  Range  each  month  and  review  the  instruction  until 
they  do  qualify.  The  following  table  indicates  the  relative  distribution  of  the  members  of  the  de- 
partment with  regard  to  their  demonstrated  efficiency  with  the  police  service  revolver.

The  Range  facilities  are  made  available  to  other  persons  and  agencies  where  the  individual  per- 
forms duties  allied  to  the  law  enforcement  field.  This  includes  instruction  given  to  the  Reserve  Po- 
lice, Industrial  Guard,  etc.  Members  of  the  FBI  and  other  State  and  Federal  agencies  are  permitted 
to  practice  at  the  Range. 
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THE  PATROL  DIVISION 

The  primary  responsibility  for  the  performance  of  basic  police  services  rests  with  the  uniform 
patrol  force.  The  974  members  who  are  assigned  to  this  duty  comprise  the  Patrol  Division.  The 
patrol  services  are  city-wide  in  scope  and  are  performed  24-hours  each  day.  All  areas  of  the  city 
are  covered  by  motorized  patrol  units  equipped  with  two-way  radio  communication.  Critical  police 
areas  are  subject  to  a  more  intense  coverage  through  the  assignment  of  foot  patrolmen  on  specific 
"beats."  Additional  patrol  service  is  performed  in  the  Golden  Gate  Park  and  Ocean  Beach  areas  by 
members  of  the  Mounted  Patrol. 

Administrative  and  supervisory  control  is  faciliated  by  the  organization  of  the  Patrol  Division 
into  nine  Companies  each  under  the  command  of  a  Police  Captain.  Each  Company  is  responsible 
for  the  effective  performance  of  patrol  duties  within  the  confines  of  that  particular  portion  of  San 
Francisco  that  falls  within  the  district  boundaries.  This  geographic  decentralization  of  the  Patrol 
Division  brings  the  police  and  public  closer  together  and  promotes  opportunity  for  mutual  contact. 
The  manner  of  patrol  and  the  concentration  of  police  services  vary  from  district  to  district  accord- 
ing to  the  need  as  demonstrated  by  the  records  of  past  events  and  the  trend  of  current  demands. 

The  following  tables  have  been  developed  to  illustrate  the  degree  of  activity  of  the  various  Dis- 
trict Commands  that  make  up  the  Patrol  Division.  Whereas  most  of  the  data  in  this  annual 
report  refers  to  specific  types  of  activity,  certain  crimes,  or  persons  arrested,  the  data  shown  on  the 
next  two  pages  is  designed  to  reflect  the  contribution  of  the  Patrol  Division  to  the  totality  of  police 
services  performed  by  the  department  in  behalf  of  the  public. 

It  should  be  noted  that  "offenses"  are  tabulated  by  area  of  occurrence  while  the  "arrests"  are 
tabulated  according  to  the  department  unit  responsible  for  the  physical  arrest.  Hence  all  "offenses" 
are  shown  as  having  occurred  in  one  or  the  other  of  the  nine  district  areas.  The  "arrests"  will 
appear  classified  as  being  made  by  a  member  assigned  to  a  specific  district  command  or  other  oper- 
ational unit.  In  the  following  tables  the  symbols  will  have  the  meaning  indicated  here  below:

In  addition  to  the  various  "Services  Performed"  shown  in  the  table  a  significant  portion  of 
patrol  duty  time  is  expended  in  the  performance  of  traffic  duties.  Members  of  the  Patrol  Division 
are  routinely  assigned  to  traffic  crossings  during  hours  of  peak  traffic  flow  and  in  the  vicinity  of 
schools  during  those  hours  when  the  children  are  travelling  to  or  from  school.  During  1956  a  total 
of  31,243  man-hours  was  devoted  to  school  traffic  assignments.  This  represents  in  excess  of  3,905 
man-days  of  police  duty.  For  further  information  see  the  portion  of  this  report  concerning  traffic.

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SCHOOL  SAFETY  PATROL  ACTIVITIES  FOR  1956 

The  School  Safety  Patrol  Detail,  a  unit  of  the  Traffic  Bureau  under  the  Director  of  Traffic,  is 
composed  of  an  Inspector  in  Charge,  a  Sergeant  of  Police  and  two  (2)  Patrolmen. 

The  Detail  acts  in  a  liaison  capacity  with  school  superintendents  and  administrators,  P.T.A. 
Groups  and  Mothers  Clubs,  with  respect  to  the  traffic  safety  of  school  children. 

This  Detail  is  a  full  time  assignment  and  its  main  duty  is  the  organizing,  training  and 
supervision  of  student  Safety  Patrols  in  the  San  Francisco  Schools,  public,  parochial  and  private. 
Safety  Patrols  are  established  in  all  elementary  schools  with  a  fifth  grade  or  higher  and  the  junior 
high  schools.  The  patrol  units  operate  under  the  prescribed  rules  and  regulations  as  established 
in  the  California  State  Educational  Code. 

The  patrol  units  were  organized  and  trained  twice  during  the  year,  at  the  beginning  of  both 
the  Spring  and  Fall  Terms  and  a  regularly  scheduled  monthly  meeting  of  30  minutes  each,  for 
in-service  training,  was  given  to  each  individual  unit  by  a  member  of  the  Detail.  In  supervising, 
individual  patrol  units  were  visited  while  on  the  job  by  a  member  of  the  Detail  at  least  once  a  week. 

Assembled  student  body  meetings  of  the  upper  grades  were  addressed  on  traffic  safety.  Indi- 
vidual classes  of  all  primary  grades  were  visited  and  talks  given  on  general  safety  practices  as  well 
as  traffic  safety. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  school  sessions,  10  summer  schools  were  operated.  Patrol  units  were 
established  in  all  summer  session  schools.  Student  assemblies  and  primary  classes  were  visited  and 
addressed  on  traffic  safety  as  well  as  vacation  period  safety  practices.  During  the  summer  vacation 
there  were  37  school  yards  open  for  playground  purposes,  and  members  of  the  Detail  made  contin- 
ual visits  to  all  school  yards  for  the  prevention  of  possible  vandalism. 

A  continual  survey  of  school  vicinities  for  traffic  hazards  was  made  and  traffic  controls  rec- 
ommended to  the  proper  agency  when  and  where  deemed  necessary.  Also,  prescribed  safest  routes 
to  school  were  suggested  and  given  to  the  students  of  the  school. 

During  the  1955  Session  of  the  State  Legislature,  Section  479  was  added  to  the  State  Vehicle 
Code  changing  the  color  of  school  crosswalks  from  white  to  yellow  and  adding  the  words  "Slow 
School  Xing"  to  pavement  signs  on  the  approach  to  school  crosswalks.  A  survey  of  school  cross- 
walks was  made  and  in  conformance  with  Section  479  of  the  Vehicle  Code,  all  crosswalks  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  schools  were  repainted  with  yellow  paint.  Also,  in  conformance  with  Section 
479,  crosswalks  at  68  intersections  were  ommitted  from  the  previous  painting  program  as  they  were 
too  distant  from  a  school  to  be  considered  adjacent  to  or  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  a  school. 
The  establishment  of  new  or  additional  crosswalks  where  needed  was  recommended  to  the  Board  of 
Police  Commissioners.  For  this  painting  program,  an  appropriation  of  $27,300  was  allowed  in  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  Budget  to  provide  for  the  painting  of  school  crosswalks  and  "Slow 
School  Xing"  pavement  signs.  At  the  request  of  this  department,  a  supplemental  appropriation  of 
$7,332  was  obtained  to  complete  the  conversion  from  white  to  yellow  paint. 

Two  thousand  (2,000)  hand  semaphores  with  the  words  "School  Xing"  were  obtained  and 
distributed  for  use  by  student  patrol  members  by  members  of  this  Detail. 

The  Annual  Review  of  Patrol  units  was  held  in  Kezar  Stadium  on  Thursday,  May  31,  1956. 
The  units  were  reviewed  by  His  Honor,  Mayor  George  Christopher,  the  Board  of  Police  Commis- 
sioners, the  Chief  of  Police,  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Arch- 
diocesan  Catholic  Schools,  and  many  other  civic  leaders,  before  an  estimated  crowd  of  10,000 
people. 

The  Chief  of  Police  presented  Efficiency  Awards  to  the  Patrol  units  after  the  Review.  The  awards 
were  based  on  the  performance  of  the  units  during  the  school  year  as  observed  by  the  members  of 
this  Detail. 

The  patrols  are  co-sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Education,  the  Police  Department,  the  California 
State  Automobile  Association,  the  2nd  District  Congress  of  Parents  and  Teachers,  the  San  Fran- 
cisco  Archdiocesan  Parochial  School   Department,  and  the  Catholic  Parent-Teacher  Groups.

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TRAFFIC  EDUCA  i  lONAL  PROGRAM 

The  Educational  Detail,  operating  in  a  staff  position  under  the  Director  of  Traffic,  organized 
and  directed  the  educational  activities  of  the  Traffic  Bureau  and  acted  in  a  liaison  capacity  with 
groups  and  organizations  interested  in  traffic  problems  and  traffic  safety  such  as  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  Safety  Councils,  Automobile  Clubs,  Safety  Engineers,  Armed  Forces,  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, Traffic  Courts,  Religious  groups.  Service  Clubs,  etc.  This  Detail  was  composed  of  a  sergeant 
and  two  officers  who  utilized  the  following  media  to  exhort  the  greatest  number  of  people  possible 
into  safe  driving  and  walking  practices: 

PUBLICITY:  Press  releases  were  made.  Radio  interviews  were  'conducted.  Television  appearances 
were  made.  Various  displays  depicting  causes  of  accidents  and  explaining  important  traffic  laws 
were  placed  in  public  buildings.  Safety  pamphlets  and  hand-bills  were  written  and  printed  for  the 
edification  of  the  public  and  used  to  particular  advantage  in  connection  with  the  Traffic  Safety 
Checks.  The  public  address  car  assigned  to  this  Detail  was  used  with  exceptional  results  in  meeting 
problems  concerning  pedestrians  as  well  as  general  traffic  congestion.  The  car  was  used  at  all 
parades  and  many  outdoor  public  functions. 

JUVENILE  TRAFFIC  SAFETY  EDUCATION:  To  assist  in  developing  good  safe  drivers  for  the 
future,  as  well  as  at  present,  every  effort  was  made  by  this  Detail  to  cooperate  to  the  utmost  with 
young  drivers  in  developing  a  proper  driving  attitude,  and  furthering  their  understanding  of  Police- 
Juvenile  relations.  In  cooperation  with  school  authorities  lectures  and  demonstrations  were  given  to 
all  Driver  Education  classes  in  the  public  and  parochial  High  Schools.  Many  students  toured  the 
Traffic  Bureau  and  courts  and  interviewed  the  members  of  this  Detail  in  their  office.  The  Detail 
attended  meetings  and  extended  full  assistance  to  "Hot-Rod",  Motorcycle  and  Sports  Car  Clubs 
that  expressed  a  desire  to  further  the  sport  and  comply  with  the  Police  Department's  safety  stan- 
dards. Participation  in  organizing  and  conducting  such  special  events  as  the  "Teen-age  Road-e-o" 
and  "Coaster  Derbies"  was  entered  into  by  this  Detail.  This  Detail  acted  as  liaison  between  the 
Juvenile  Traffic  Court  and  the  Police  Department.  All  sessions  of  the  Juvenile  Traffic  Court  were 
attended   and   assistance  and  advice  rendered   the  Court  on  Juvenile  Traffic  matters.

JUVENILE  TRAFFIC  VIOLATORS'  SCHOOL:  In  cooperation  with  the  Juvenile  Traffic  Court 
a  Juvenile  Traffic  Violators'  School  was  conducted  by  this  Detail.  For  the  first  six  months  of  1956 
the  course  consisted  of  six,  one  and  one-half  hour  sessions  conducted  at  the  Youth  Guidance  Cen- 
ter on  Monday  and  Thursday  evening  from  7:30  p.m.  to  9:00  p.m.  Starting  in  September  of  1956 
the  course  was  changed  to  four  sessions,  lasting  two  hours  each  from  7:00  p.m.  to  9:00  p.m.  on  Mon- 
day only.  The  school  is  a  well  recognized  and  desirable  method  of  dealing  with  juvenile  traffic  of- 
fenders whose  violations  indicate  a  faulty  knowledge  of  the  driving  laws  and  an  improper  social 
attitude  in  relation  to  courtesy,  social  responsibility  and  the  exercise  of  reasonable  prudence.  The 
motor  vehicle  laws  were  illustrated  and  explained  with  particular  stress  being  placed  upon  the 
reasonableness  of  voluntary  compliance  with  the  said  laws.  Attendance  at  this  school  was  of  great 
value  to  those  boys  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  court  needed  instruction  to  formulate  a  proper  view- 
point towards  traffic  law  enforcement  as  well  as  to  learn  correct  driving  practices.

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ADl'LT  TRAFFIC  SAFETY  SCHOOL:  In  coopc-ration  with  the  lioard  of  Education  and  the 
Traffic  Court  the  members  of  this  Detail  prepared  the  curriculum  and  visual  aids  and  acted  as 
instructors  for  the  four  hour  course  which  is  divided  into  two  sessions  of  two  hours  each  from  7:00  p.m. 
to  9:00  p.m.  at  Abraham  Lincoln  Hic^h  School.  The  audience  is  comprised  of  Traffic  Violators  who 
are  sent  to  the  school  by  the  Traffic  Judge,  those  who  appear  at  the  Traffic  Fines  Bureau  and  elect 
to  attend  (thus  reducing  the  amount  of  their  fine)  and  persons  who  have  not  received  a  traffic 
citation  but  who  are  interested  and  attend  of  their  own  volition.

POLICE  TRAINING.  Acting  on  orders  of  the  Director  of  Traffic  this  Detail  helped  organize  and 
conduct  a  special  in-service  refresher  course  for  all  Traffic  Bureau  Personnel  at  the  Police  Academy. 
Each  class  was  of  two  days  duration.  Approximately  three  hundred  officers  attended  the  course  in 
classes  of  about  thirty-seven  men  each.  There  were  eight  classes.  This  Detail  also  prepared  and 
distributed  cards,  etc.  concerning  changes  in  the  traffic  laws  to  all  department  personnel.  Mem- 
bers of  this  Detail  assisted  the  Police  Academy  staff  in  training  recruits.  The  Detail  also  assisted 
other  Police  Departments  in  the  training  of  their  traffic  personnel. 

PUBLIC  RELATIONS:  The  Education  Detail  answered  numerous  telephone  and  personal  inquiries 
from  the  public  and  other  departments  concerning  traffic  information.  Hundreds  of  letters  directed 
through  the  office  of  the  Chief  of  Police  concerning  traffic  were  investigated  and  answered  on  behalt 
of  the  Chief.  This  Detail  gathered  the  statistical  data,  etc.  for  the  Annual  surveys  of  the  National 
Safety  Conucil,  etc.

The  following  tables  are  presented  to  illustrate  the  current  trend  in  criminal  incidents  in  San  Francisco  as 
reflected  by  the  Official  Records  of  the  Police  Department.  The  tables  also  illustrate  the  variation  in  comparative 
crime  rates  as  collected  with  respect  to  specific  areas.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  most  valid  comparisons  are  made 
with  respect  to  successive  periods  of  time  in  the  same  locality  rather  than  draw  fine  distinctions  between  various 
areas  at  any  particular  period  of  time.
